Your Local Executive Committee, appointed at the 
Seventh Annual Reunion, held at Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, 
September 18th, 1873, respectfully submit the following 

REPQET.

By the Ist of August, the Comraittees were all at work 
upon the different duties assigned them. 

On the 6th of August, your Committee issued a circular 
invitation to all members of the Society ^whose names and 
post-office could be ascertained, and in addition we procured 
the names and address of as many oflScers and soldiers as 
possible, through the Adjutant-Generals of the various States 
from which troops were furnished our Army. We also 
secured names from a number of other sources. In addition 
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to the above, we also sent invitations to marry of our com- 
rades of other armies, and to distinguished citizens in public 
and private life. The following is a copy of the circular : 

Columbus, Ohio, August 6, 1874. 
Bear Sir : — Permit us to remind you that the Eighth Annual 
Eeunion of the Society of the Army of ihe^ Cumberland will be held 
in this^ity, on the 16th and 17th days of September next. 

We sincerely trust you will find it convenient to meet with 
your old army friends and comrades on that occasion. 

Every effort will be made to render the meeting an agreeable 
one, and we indulge the hope that members of the Society will not 
only determine to come themselves, but will extend to their friends 
of other armies a cordial invitation to join us ; all will receive a 
hearty welcome. 

Trusting that you will at your earliest convenience advise us 
of your intention to be present,

Over six thousand of these circulars were sent out. 
About fifty of them were returned to us, by reason of the 
parties to whom they were addressed not being found. IJe- 
sponses were received from about six hundred. 

In addition to the above, we sent notices to about twelve 
hundred newspapers, with a request to the editors to give it 
a publication. As far as we could learn, the request was 
generally complied with. By this means, we were enabled 
to reach a great many soldiers who could not be notified any 
other way. 
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Your Committee would here desire to call the attention 
of the members of the Society to the importance of notifying 
the Local Executive Committee of their intention to be present 
on the receipt of the invitation. But little attention was paid 
to this request, which, had it been complied with, would have 
saved your Committee considerable embarrassment in their 
labors. It advances the work of the Committee very much, 
if they have some approximate idea as to the number that 
will be present. We trust that hereafter the Local Execu- 
tive Committee will have no cause of complaint in this re- 
gard.

At the hour named in the order of exercises, the Society, 
under the escort of the Newport Barracks Band, proceeded 
from the Neil House to the Opera House, where the Society 
was received by his Honor, Captain James G. Bull, Mayor 
of the city of Columbus, who cordially welcomed the Society 
to the hospitalities of the city. 

.The streets along the route were densely thronged by 
citizens of Columbus and surrounding country. All the 
public and private buildings were profusely decorated, and 
the whole city presented a gala-day appearance. 

The Opera House was tastefully and appropriately deco- 
rated, flags, mottoes, flowers, and evergreens joiningin the gen- 
eral effect. A large portrait of Major-General George H. 
Thomas, painted by Miss Ransom, of Cleveland, Ohio, occupied 
the center of the background, and, by an arrangement of the 
lights, could be distinctly and favorably seen from all parts 
of the house. A life-size portrait of Major-General W. S. 
RosECRANS also formed a part of the decorations, On each 
side of the stage was placed a couple of brass field pieces 
and stacked arms. A line of flags and floral decorations ran 
diagonally to the private boxes. These, combined with the 
forest of evergreens, etc., in the foreground, and the beauti- 
ful floral decorations, formed a scene of beauty which all who 
saw it will long remember. 

On the evening of the 16th, the Opera House was 
crowded by an intelligent audience, to listen to the Annual 
Oration by Colonel Stanley Matthews, of Cincinnati. The 
number present wae estimated at three thousand, and hun- 
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dreds turned away on account of their inability to gain 
admittance. 

On the afternoon of the 17th, the members of the So- 
ciety were conducted through the city and vicinity' in car- 
riages, visiting the parks and public institutions. By special 
invitation from Mr. G. 0. Fay, Superintendent of the InsH- 
tution for the Deaf and Dumb, the Society paid that insti- 
tution a visit, and were handsomely entertained. Mr. Fay 
had prepared a short programme of pantomimic exercises 
by the pupils, and their performances were warmly com- 
mended. 

In the evening, the exercises were closed by the custom- 
ary Banquet, which took place at the City Hall. This hall, 
as had been the Opera House, was profusely decorated with 
flqweps, corps badges, evergreens, tropical plants, and flags. 
The tables were bountifully supplied, and their contents 
wonderfully appreciated by all who were present. 

Your Committee here desire to express their thanks to 
the citizens of Columbus for their generous and liberal re- 
sponse to the call for pecuniary aid, and also for the cordial 
manner in which they seconded the efforts of the Committees 
to make the occasion a pleasant and successful one. 

We also wish to return . to the various sub-committees 
our thanks for their united efforts and labors. To Mr. John 
Underwood, our gratitude is specially due, for his valuable 
labors, and for his liberal donation of rare plants and 
flowers, used in the decorations of the City Hall and Opera 
House.

MOBNING SESSION. 

The Society of the Army of the Cumberland^ in pursuance 
of its order of adjournment at the Seventh Annual Reunion, 
held at Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, met at Columbus, Ohio, at 
9 o'clock A. M., on the 16th day of September, 1874, at Head- 
quarters appointed by the Local Executive Committee, at the 
Neil House. 

During the firing of a national salute by the Thomas 
Battery, the Society formed, and, escorted by the Columbus 
Cadets and the Newport Barracks Band, marched to the 
Opera House. 

The Society was called to order by General John Beatty, 
Chairman of the Local Executive Committee, and the regu- 
lar exercises opened with prayer, by Chaplain William 
Earnshaw. 
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OPENING PRAYER. 

Almighty Father, we come before Thee with grateful hearts, 
as we remember Thy kind providence in continuing our, lives and 
permitting us to meet each other at our annual reunion. 

We realize that Thy goodness and mercy have followed us since 
we last mot to greet each other as friends and comrades of the late 
war. 

We pray Thee, O Father, to bless us now, and may our friend- 
ship be reaflSrmed and strengthened from year to year, and may we 
labor, by consistent and honorable lives, to merit the love and es- 
teem of each other. 

We pray Thy blessing upon those of our number absent from 
our meeting, and may mercies rich and abundant come upon them 
continually. 

Wt would also pray most devoutly for the widows and orphans 
of our fellow-comrades, and for the old fathers a'nd mothers who 
gave their sons to die for our Jioly cause. 

Grant us, we pray Thee, Thy blessing in our deliberations here, 
and may we seek to glorify Thee and honor our day and genera- 
tion. 

Eemember, dear Father in heaven, the good people of this 
city, and reward them for their generous hospitality, and other ex- 
pressions of kindness, and may they, with us, be sarved, through 
Christ, our dear Eedeemer. Amen I 

Captain James G. Bull, Mayor of the city of Columbus, 
was then introdaced by the Chairman, and extended the hos- 
pitalities of the city to the Society of the Army of the Cumber- 
landy in the following address : 

Ladies and Gentlemen, and Members of the Society of the Army of 
the Cumberland:^ 

The formality of your reception can in no wise bespeak the 
satisfaction we feel in greeting the Army of the Cumberland, A vol- 
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ume could not express the deep feeling with which our people ex- 
tend to you these courtesies. None but the most sinister could ob- 
ject to your thus coming together to review your heroic labors, and 
indulge in those reminiscences which are natural on such an occa- 
sion. Our holidays, as a people, are too few, and the people are 
better for these numerous gatherings. Before me are men who 
have demonstrated the security of a country with free government. 
I see before me men whom the people could well elevate to the 
highest honors. 

If peace is the normal condition of a nation, it is peculiarly so 
of a republic. "We meet to-day, not to celebrate war, but peace. 
We favor peace with all nations, but we are the judge of the terms 
of such a peace. We resist all foreign encroachments, and expect, 
by the operation of peaceful means, to bring about the prevalence 
of freedom and peace over the entire continent. 

The Mayor concluded with a welcome in the name of 
the city of Columbus, the county of Franklin, and the peo- . 
pie of the State. 

The. Mayor's address was received with hearty applause, 
and the hospitalities of the city accepted. / 

Lieutenant-General Philip H. Sheridan, President of 
the Society of the Army of the Cumberland^ was then introduced 
by General Beatty, and, assuming the duties of presiding 
officer, announced speeches in order. 

General Sherman, being called out, was introduced by 
the President, and said : * 

Ladies and Gentlemen : 

You can see yourselves that I have been captured by General 
Sheridan, and I am always willing to be thus captured by him. 

This meeting of the Society, however, is, I understand, a busi- 
ness meeting, and I hardly think a speech is in order. You only 
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want us to answer roll-call, make our bow, and report a readiness 
to respond later in the session. This I promise, and then hope to 
have something to say. Fortunately we are now at peace, and it 
is a good time for fun and frolic — and wo have come together par- 
tially for that, too — so that I feel certain that we shall all pass a 
couple of days most agreeably here in Columbus. 

General Belknap, Secretary of War, was loudly called 
for, and responded, saying : 

I am greatly obliged for the honor of this call. I do not think 
this gathering was meant for me, but for the distinguished leaders 
under whom I had the honor to servo as a subordinate during the 
war, in the Army of the Tennessee. 

Especially is this great gathering in honor of the soldiers of 
the Army of the Cumberland^ who went into the war and stayed in 
it until victory and surrender came. 

I thank you heartily for this personal recognition. 

General R. S. Granger responded to loud calls : 

I can not make a speech, but am greatly obliged for the honor 
of this recognition. 

General Custer, in response to calls, said : 

Although not a member of the Army of the Cumberland I 
have relied on a feeling of comradeship, and have probably trav- 
eled farther than any other person to be present at this Reunion 
I am very much gratified at being here and deeply thankful for 
the honor of your calls. 

Ex-Governor Hayes, being called on for a speech, was 
introduced by the presiding officer, and said : 

I ought to do no more than make my hearty acknowledgments 
to the members of the Society for their kindness in their invitation, 
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giving nie the pleasure of enjoying with them this occasion, in this 
delightful and prosperous capital of the State. 

I was not precisely hiding, as my old commander intimated 
just previous to my introduction to the audience, but I felt 
that, being merely a member of the Army of the Potomac'and a sol- 
dier in the Army of the Shenandoah^ that General Sheridan com- 
manded, I did not feel like wasting your valuable time. 

In that Army of the Shenandoah I learned not merely the duty, 
but the pleasure, of obeying the command of Philip H. Sheridan, 
and therefore I can not refuse in his presence. I am here in 
obedience to that ofScer's command. 

I have not forgotten that, ten years ago, the presence and com- 
mands of that man at Winchester, and, above all, at Cedar Creek, 
turned defeat of the morning into glorious victory of the evening, 
and turned the Valley of the Shenandoah from what it had been 
for Union troops — alnaost a valley of humiliation — into a valley of 
tnumph. 

I am glad to be present under the presidency of my old com- 
mander. 

General M. D. Leggett, being called on, excused him- 
self, but after repeated calls responded : 

I was a member of the Army of the Tennessee, but, in 1864, it 
was my happy lot to be associated with the Army of the Cumberland. 

My command was called General Sherman's " whip-snappers," 
on account of the peculiar position it occupied with reference to the 
main command. 

The Army of the Cumberland held the center, and my command 
was moved from the extreme left, behind the Army of the Cumber- 
land, to the extreme right, and then back again. 

It used to be a common saying in my command, that when we 

were behind Pap Thomas' command we were safe. I have always 

ft « 
regarded the front of Pap Thomas* army as a dangerous position, 

and did not intend to get in front of it at this Eounion. 

I gladly accepted your invitation to be present with you.

General Brown urged the importance of adopting some 
system by which memorials of deceased members may be 
obtained for publication in the Annual Reports of the So- 
ciety.

lished memorials in the Society Reports. 

The Committee on Publication, General H. M. Cist,

• On motion of General Cist, the invitation was ac- 
cepted. 
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The Chair announced that there was no further regular 
business before the Society. 

Calls were made for a speech from General J. A. 
Garfield. 

General Garfield said: 

# , 

Comrades: 

We were once members of a volunteer' eirmy, but, in our Soci- 
ety meetings, the spirit of the old draft law seems to prevail ; and 
I find that when a member is called upon to make a speech, he 
can not escape by following the example of Artemus Ward, who 
said if he were drafted, he should show a rare example of mod- 
esty, and resign. 

I know of no organization which represents more worthy and 
glorious^ acnievements, than the Society of the Army of the Cumber- 
land; and I know of nO State where it is so fitting for this Society 
to assemble, as in the State of Ohio. 

The Army of the Cumberland occupied a field, which, to the people 
of Ohio, was the central theater of the war. To that Army was 
assigned the great central pathway of invasion ; a pathway along 
the western slope of the Cumberland Mountains, through Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee; then a'cross^the mountains, at Chattanooga, 
southward to Atlanta; and thence eastward to the sea. 

•That pathway was made forever memorable by the fields of 
Mill Spring, Donelson, Shiloh, Perryville, Chickamauga, Lookout 
Mountain, Missionary Eidge, Knoxville, Einggold, Eesaca, Eocky 
Face, Atlanta, and Savannah. 

Our Army was far enough removed from the great political 
center to be free from those antagonisms which vexed and crippled 
many of the great armies of the war. Our officers and men were 
animated by that spirit of comradeship; that worthy love which 
fellow-soldiers cherish for each other; and that unity of purpose, 
which enabled our commanders to throw our whole strength into 
action. 
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On this central field were united in harmonious eflPort many 
of the great leaders of the war; and divisions and army corps 
from the West and East joined in generous emulation with the 
Army of the Cumberland in accomplishing the great work before 
us. And when, at last, our banners were carried in triumph to 
Atlanta, and thence to the sea, the Army of the Cumberland turned 
northward, clasped hands with the Army of the Potomac, and aided 
in the closing drama of the war, in the groat eastern theater of 
conflict. 

I trust that the same spirit of unity and good fellowship 
which marked the career of our Army in the field, will always 
characterize the meetings of this Society, and make them to all, 
what they are to me, reunions of comrades and friends, who, 
forgetting all political and personal differences, unite in celebrating 
the glorious memories of our war for the Union. 

On motion of General Fullbrton, the Society adjourned, 
to meet at 8 o'clock p. M., at the Opera HouBe, to listen to 
the annual address. 
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Wednesday, September 16, 1874, 8 O'clock P. M. 
EVENING SESSION. 

The Society met pursuant to adjournment, at the Opera 
House, and was called to order by General Sheridan. 

The exercises were opened by music by the Columbus 
Quartette Club. 

Governor Allen was then introduced by the presiding 
officer, and delivered the following address of welcome : 

Mr, President and Soldiers of the Army of the Cumberland {not for- 
getting the dead) : 

It is not only fairly in my capacity as Executive ofScer of the 
State, but likewise in my capacity as an American citizen, that I 
welcome the men who have assembled to shake hands with each 
other, and to commemorate that patriotism and courage which in- 
duced them to respond to the call of their country in the hour of 
their country's utmost need. Ohio, without boasting, may declare 
in the face of sister States, that when in that dark hour the call 
was made, she responded by sending forth to the field as large a 
proportion of her children as any State in the Union. But she 
did something more; and the truth of history justifies me in claim- 
ing it as an honor to the State. She sent more than herproportion 
of the military genius and talent which conducted the war to a 
successful issue. No more proof of this is needed than a roll of

the eye over the multitude on the stage. No detailed argument is 
necessary in presence of the men who still live and breathe among 
us. I will not call names. A finger will indicate more strongly 
than words who they are. [Here Governor Allen pointed his 
finger at various Generals on the stage, and at each change of the 
direction of the Governor's index the audience broke into ap- 
plause.] One man is absent, who, if alive, would add to the 
list of these illustrious soldiers. It is the brave and heroic 
McPherson. He has passed away, but his name will remain 
as long as courage aud patriotism have a place in our vocabulary. 
Without detail, I will only say that Ohio has the right to claim, 
not only the courage, but the intellectuality that carried the war 
to a successful issue. When uttering my official congratulations 
to the men aroiyid me, extending to them in the name of the State 
an official welcome, I, at the same time, extend my individual and 
personal congratulations as a citizen of this State. I desire to 
make way for the gentleman who is to deliver the regular ora- 
tion. I will, therefore, if the President will permit me, take the 
pleasure of introducing Colonel Stanley Matthews. 

(See Annual Address.) 

On motion of General J. S. Robinson, the thanks of the 
Society were unanimously tendered Colonel Matthews 
for his able and eloquent oration. 

General Sherman was called for by the audience, and 
on being introduced, said : 

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

This morning, at the regular business meeting, I did beg you 
to excuse me from making a speech, because I was booked for an- 
other and a later occasion, and now I plead the same reason. We 
have all listened with earnest attention to the condensed and most 
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scholarly address of our honored comrade, Judge Matthews, 
every sentence of which seemed full of wisdom and eloquence, 
and I believe that when printed it will be studied with profit by 
everyone of us. Such addresses can not but be productive of 
great good. 

You, my comrades, will remember that when, at the close of 
the war, we organized these Societies, we expected them to be 
short-lived, that the members would scatter, and the public lose 
interest ; but looking along the streets of Columbus to-day, crowded 
with people, many of whom have come from a distance, and the 
houses decorated with bright banners by day and illuminated by 
night, and when I look over this audience crowding the seats 
from pit to dome, and crowding the aisles and angles, I see that 
instead of diminishing, the public interest increases, and should 
another occasion for war arise, I doubt not that here in Ohio, we 
could promptly raise an army equal in numbers to the Army of 
the Cumberland^ in a very few days. 

Most of you know that I am a native of Ohio, raised in 
the next county to this, " Fairfield ; " therefore I stand on my 
native heath — but my name is not McGregor. I saw Columbus 
before most of you were born, and then it was a very insig- 
nificant place. Trees grew then where this Opera House now 
stands. There was not a railroad in the State, and it took a 
sleigh the whole day to come up from Lancaster, 28 miles. Now, 
Ohio is a mighty State — the third in population and wealth of the 
Union. I hope that many of you who now sit in this hall, may 
live to see all parts of our country as well peopled and as well 
governed as this State of Ohio. 

Governor Notes, addressing the Society, said : 

Comrades of the Army of the Cumberland : 

It is with great satisfaction that I meet to-night so many of 
those with whom I have been intimately associated heretofore, in 
the midst of danger and disaster. As the old comrades, who fought 
with us through the war, are being called away by death, we who 
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remain are naturally drawn closer together; we take again the 
touch of the elbow, and the touch of the heart, as our ranks are 
being rapidly thinned. In the earlier gatherings of our Army 
Societies, we were happy, but boisterous and extravagant ; some- 
times a little too free in the use of wine; no doubt. But now our 
enjoyment is softened and chastened by the sense of common sor- 
rows, our pleasure enhanced by the remembrance that we fought 
and suffered in a common cause, and triumphed gloriously together. 
On occasions like this, when the Army of the Cumberland assembles 
for its reunions, its members are inspired by the recollection of the 
heroic Thomas, than whom no braver or better soldier ever drew 
a sword in defense of his country. And when the Army of the Ten- 
nessee comes together, the beautiful McPherson seems to have risen 
from his grave at Clyde, and to be present at our banquets, as 
radiant as in life. All our societies have their idols. A long pro- 
cession of dead heroes passes in review before us, and in the midst 
of our festivities, we are overshadowed by angelic wings. So is 
our joy sanctified by the remembrance of sorrow. 

Ohio throws wide open to-night the portals of the State, and 
welcomes to her borders all those whose courage and patriotism 
contributed so largely to save the nation. And this capital city 
of the State, whose hospitality I know so well, welcomes all her 
distinguished visitors to the homes and hearts of her people. 
Thrice welcome among us, and when our exercises are concluded, 
niay you go hence to your several places of abode, and to the varied 
duties of life, happy in the recollection of this friendly meeting, 
and encouraged to nobler purposes and higher endeavors. 

General Garfield was next called for, and approaching 
the footlights, he said : 

I know no other reason why I appear before you to-night than 
this, that I have been ordered here by command of General Sher- 
idan. In obeying his order, I feel, as I imagine one of General 
Sherman's officers felt, when the General got out of humor with 
him for being too slow, and in tones more energetic than polite, 
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commanded him to "Gallop I Gallop!" "Where shall I gallop, 
General?" "Anywhere you please. Gallop southeast, or any- 
where else, only gallop." 

So now I am pushed to the front and commanded to gallop ; 
but in what direction I do not know. Yet, it was just this spirit 
of gallop that made the Army of the Cumberland what it was. Our 
legions swept on along their pathway of conquest, from battle- 
field to battle-field, from victory to victory, from glory to glory, 
and ceased not in their grand career, until our troopers had watered 
their steeds in every river from Cincinnati to Savannah. 

Our orator of the evening has given us a masterly sketch of 
the spirit which animated that army, of the cause for which it 
fought, and of the great principles which it defended. After such 
an oration, little remains to be said — so little, that nothing is left 
for me but to thank you for the compliment you have paid me, to 
hail you as good fellows, and bid you "Good Night." 

On motion, the Society adjourned, to meet at 9 o'clock 
A. M., September 17th, 1874. 
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Opera Houses Thursday, September 17, 187 Jf, 9 A. M. 

The Society met pursuant to adjournment. After music 
by the Newport Barracks Band, the Society was called to 
order by the President, and the exercises opened with prayer 
by Chaplain Wm. Earnshaw: 

Almighty Father, Thou hast been very merciful unto us all 
through the days of our lives. Thou didst protect us in the day of 
battle, and we can say truly that we dwelt secure under the 
shadow of Thy wing. 

We desire to return our sincere thanks for all Thy mercies, 
and we devoutly pray Thee to bless each one of us this day ; be 
with us in the deliberations of tljis session of our meeting. Make 
us thankful for the pleasant social intercourse we are permitted to 
enjoy at our annual reunions. Abide with us when we separate, 
and during the year keep us ever under Thy kind guardianship. 
Bless our comrades throughout the land ; and at last save us all, 
through Christ, our dear Eedeemer. Amen. 

The Committee on the Monumei\t to General George 
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H. Thomas, through General Cruft, submitted the following 
report : 

The Committee on Monument to General George H. Thomas 
have the honor to submit the following report of progress in the 
matter of erecting the monument since the report submitted to the 
Society at its last meeting. 

It will be remembered that at that meeting the Committee 
was increased from five to nina members : 

September 18, 1873. 

The Committee met in General Sheridan's room at the Mo- 
nongahela House, Pittsburgh, and organized by electing General 
Hooker, Chairman, and General W. D. Whipple, Secretary of 
the Committee ; after which it adjourned sine die. 

On the 11th of February, 1874, the Committee was called to- 
gether by the President of the Society, in the city of New York, 
at which the following were the proceedings : 

AsTOR House, 
New York, February 11, 1874 — 11 a. m. 

Present — Lieutenant-General P. H. Sheridan, TJ. S. Army, 
President of the Siociety of the Army of the Cumberland, and mem- 
ber of the Committee ; Major General Joseph Hooker, TJ. S. A., 
Chairman; Brevet Major-General Wm. D. Whipple, TJ. S. A., 
Secretary. 

General J. S. Fullerton, Treasurer of the Society and Cus- 
todian of the Thomas Monument Fund, was also present, and fur- 
nished information of the state of the fund. 

Upon motion, it was unanimously 

Resolved^ That in view of the impracticability of getting to- 
gether all, or even a majority, of the members of the Committee, 
that those now present proceed to business, and trust to the other 
members of the Committee and to the Society of the Atmy of the 
Cumberland to approve their action. 

On motion, it was 

Resolved, That the commission to complete the equestrian 
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statue of Major-General George H. Thomas be offered to Mr. J. 
Q. A. Ward, of New York. 

On motion of Lieutenant-General Sheridan, Brevet Major- 
General Wm. D. Whipple, Secretary of the Committee, was ap- 
pointed Treasurer of the Committee, with instructions to sell the 
bronze cannon donated by Congress to aid in the erection of the 
statute of General Thomas, and invest the proceeds of such sale 
in United States five-twenty registered bonds, and deposit the same 
in the Safe Deposit Company of Washington for safe keeping. 

The Committee then adjourned to meet at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, New York, at eleven o'clock the next morning, February 
12th, 1874. 

Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
New York, February 12, 1874—11 a. m. 

The Committee met pursuant to adjournment. 

Present — Lieutenant-General Sheridan, Major-General 
Hooker, Brevet Major-General Whipple; and proceeded to the 
studio of Mr. J. Q. A. Ward, sculptor, where the commission to 
complete an equestrian statue to General Thomas was tendered 
to him. The commission was accepted by him, and a verbal un- 
derstanding of the terms and conditions reached by the artist and 
Committee. 

The Committee then adjourned to meet with Mr. Ward at the 
Fifth Avenne Hotel, at 10^ o'clock the next morning, February 
13th, to reduce the terms of the contract with the artist to writing. 

.Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
. New York, February 13, 1874— 10^ a. m. 
The Committee met pursuant to adjournment. 
Present — The three members named in the proceedings of yes- 
terday, also Mr. J. Q. A. Ward ; and the terms of a contract to 
complete the statue reduced to writing. 

The Committee then adjourned until 2^ o'clock P. m., to enable 
the Secretary to prepare two copies of the contract for the signa- 
tures of the contracting parties. 
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2J o'clock p. m. 

The Committee met pursuant to adjournment. 

Present — The three members heretofore named, also Mr. Ward, 
the first party to the contract. 

The contracts not being reiidy for signature, the parties ad- 
journed to meet again at the same place, at 10 o'clock a. m. the 
next day, for the purpose of signing the contract. 

Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
' New York, February J4, 1874 — 10 a. m. 

The parties met pursuant to adjournment, and signed the con- 
tract for the completion of the statue to General Thomas, one 
copy of which was to be deposited with the Secretary of the Com- 
mittee, and the other with Mr. J. Q. A. Ward. 

The contract is to the eflfect, that Mr. J. Q. A. Ward is to com- 
plete a statue of General Thomas, in fine bronze, fourteen feet 
high, and deliver the same upon such pedestal as may be prepared 
for it by the Society, in the city of Washington, within three years 
from the date of acceptance of the small model. For this he is to 
receive the sum of thirty-five thousand dollars, the Society fur- 
nishing the bronze. Four thousand dollars to be paid upon the 
acceptance of the small model, which amount has been paid by 
General Fullerton, Treasurer of the Society, by draft of the 
Chairman and Secretary of the Committee on him, in favor of .Mr. 
Ward. 

The Committee then adjourned sine die. 

On the 2d of July, 1874, the Committee was called together 
by a circular letter, of which the following is a copy, addressed to 
General- Hooker :

The Committee met pursuant to the call of the Chairman. 

Resent — Major-General Joseph Hooker, Chairman; Bre- 
vet Major-General Charles Crvft; Brevet Brioadier-General 
S. W. Price j Lieutenant Henry M. Duffield ; Brevet Major- 
General Wm. D. Whipple, Secretary. 

The artist, Mr. J. Q. A. Ward^ was also present, and presented 
for examination his small model of the equestrian statue to Major- 
General George H. Thomas-, which, after mature consideration 
on the part of the Committee, and the suggestion of some slight 
changes, was accepted by the Committee. 

Mr. Ward then brought to the notice of the Committee, that 
the contract entered into with him did not specify who should fur- 
nish the bronze for the statue. 

After fully discussing this question, it was moved that the 
Committee furnish the bronze, and the contract was amended 
accordingly. 

The Committee, having no further business before it, ad- 
journed, to meet again on the 16th of September, 1874, at Colum- 
bus, Ohio. 

To this report, we have the honor to append the following 
report of the Secretary of the Committee : 

Upon my return from the first meeting in New York, I at 
once entered into correspondence with the Chief of Ordnance, U. 
S. Army, and upon receiving an order from the Secretary of War, 
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he turned over to me eighty-eight (88) bronze twelve-pounder 
captured cannon, sixty-three (63) of which were lying at the 
Washington Arsenal, and the remainder at the New York Arsenal. 

New York furnishing the only suitable market for that quan- 
tity of bronze, I requested Colonel Silas Crispin, the XJ. S. Ord- 
nance officer in charge of the New York Agency, to sell them 
for me. 

The following letters on the subject of transporting the guns 
from Washington to New York, will explain themselves : 

Office of the TJ. S. Ordnance Agency, 

New York, February 23, 1874. 
My Dear Whipple: — Your note is received. I have made 
inquiries in relation to the sale of the guns from bell-founders 
and others. The market for copper is low and dull; but it is 
expected that, during the next two months, the prices will ad- 
vance. On looking over our list, it seems to me that you can get 
for your eighty-eight guns, in the aggregate, about one hundred 
and twelve thousand pounds metal, and not going far from New 
York for the guns. 

I will communicate further with you when I have anything 
interesting to say. 

Have you a list from the Ordnance Bureau, stating the points 
at which you can obtain your guns ? If so, please send me a copy. 
My figures are based on an examination of the records made here.

Sir : — By act of Congress, approved March 3, 1873, (copy in- 
closed,) there was donated eighty-eight pieces of condemned bronze 
cannon, to aid in the erection of an equestrian statue to the mem- 
ory of MajorGeneral George H. Thomas. 

I am the Secretary of the Thomas Monument Committee of 
the Society of the Army of the Cumberland, and to me has been 
intrusted the duty of selling the guns, which have been set aside 
by the Ordnance Department, and are lying at different Arsenals, 
subject to my order. 

Sixty-three of them — twelve-pounders — are at the Washington 
Arsenal, and the best market for them is the city of New York. 

In order to save the Monument Fund the freight of these guns 
from here to New York, I have the honor to request that you will 
direct that they be carried to Governor's Island, New York Harbor, 
in such public vessels belonging to the Navy as may at any time 
be bound from here to there ; and at such times, and in such num- 
bers, as may be convenient to the Navy Department.

On the report of the Committee on the Monument to 
General Thomas being read, General Garfield said : 

It was a graceful and proper thing for Congress to give a 
portion of the cannon, which were captured by the Army of the Cum- 
berland, to be used in a monument to its commander. But I have 
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been, and still am, opposed to the plan of asking Congress to appro- 
priate money to build the monument. That part of the work is a 
precious right which the comrades of Thomas ought not to sur- 
render. I have no doubt that when the case is presented in a defi- 
nite business way, the response will be prompt and conclusive. 
The love of the Old Army will not be \vanting. 

And on motion of General Garfield, the report was ac- 
cepted and adopted. 

The following resolution was offered by General J. S. 
Fullerton: 

Resolved^ That the collectors of the Thomas Monument Fund 
be instructed to receive subscriptions to said fund in the sum of 
twenty -five dollars and upward, payable only when the artist 
engaged thereon, reports the statue finished ready for delivery, 
and that all sums less than twenty-five dollars be paid in cash. 

The motion was seconded. 

After much discussion, it was moved to amend by mak- 
ing the subscription of more than twenty-five dollars in 
promissory notes. 

The amendment was adopted, and, on motion, the resolu- 
tion as amended was carried. 

Colonel A. D. Streight said : 

I am astonished that some States have given so little. I know 
that there are hundreds in Indiana who will give twenty-five dol- 
lars, if asked, and I think it must be owing to the inefficiency of the 
collectors.

COLONEL STANLEY MATTHEWS. 

Comrades of the Army of the Cumberland : 

The social character of our reunions is their characteris- 
tic feature. Such meetings are the product and gratification 
of our nature as men, finding their complete development as 
individuals only in society. It is not in man to pursue the 
plan of his life an isolated and solitary atom. He can not 
live in and for himself alone. He can realize himself truly 
and fully only in others. He is bound by countless ties to 
all — all now living, all who have gone before, all who are 
to come after him. He is born into society — his life unfolds 
in the family, in the State, in the manifold and multiplied 
relations to others, in which, from time to time, are brought 
to light his rights and his duties, his cares and his responsi- 
bilities, his pleasures and his sorrows. 

Even these, grievous and painful as they are, when their 
discipline is rightly experienced, come to be but light afflic- 
tions, when shared by the sympathies of friends and famil- 
iars, so that the social nature transforms common regrets 
and remembrances of mourning and of pain into something 
festal. 

Thus, it is, that, after the sharp sense of individual loss 
has been only a little dulled by time, we learn to celebrate 
with song and speech and garlands, and the music of many 
instruments, and bright lights, and faces unshadowed by any 
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gloom, the joyous recollections of even our deady because we 
loved them while they lived, with love returned ; because we 
rejoice to recall, with vivid likeness, their forms, their faces, 
their faculties; because they still live, and are not dead, liv- 
ing in the lives of those for whom they died, and in the 
hearts of those who knew and loved them ; because they 
rest and sleep, and shall revive in the hope of the reward 
of the promise of Him who is life itself, that they who lose 
their lives for His sake shall find them. 

We are able, therefore, to reconcile the tenderest regard 
for our dead heroes and companions with all the rational, 
associated enjoyments of this occasion. It is no unwelcome 
intrusion upon its festivities to salute them, as in silent pro- 
cession they enter and march to their accustomed places in 
the parade. If they do not answer at orderly's call, their 
names are, nevertheless, imperishably inscribed on the grand 
roll of honor, and borne upon our reports, if not present, as 
accounted for. 

We have met as the Society of the Army of the Climber' 
land. The bond of our union is our companionship in arms. 
The themes naturally suggested by the occasion are those 
connected with the participation of that army — one of the 
grand divisions of the Grand "Army of the Union — in the 
civil war of 1861, the civil war of secession ; which, whether 
you consider the numbers engaged, the earnestness of its 
prosecution on both sides, the nature of the principles for 
the sake of which it was waged, the greatness and value of the 
stakes at issue, and the far-reaching consequences of success 
and defeat, is no doubt the most memorable in history. Its 
greatness magnifies all who bore any part in it, however in- 
considerable and unimportant. None of its events can be 
esteemed trivial ; for no one can say how the omission of the 
least might have affected all the sequence. It would not, 
then, be out of place to recite our own exploits; we have 
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the right to take pride in them. But that theme is trite. 
The ground has already been covered. The public history of 
our army is still fresh in the minds of this generation. 

Its successful Generals, still living, have, by the general 
voice of the people, received recognition and reward. To 
eulogize them would be impertinent. Those who died upon 
the field, or who have since succumbed to disease, need no 
praise. To remember them is to praise them, and they will 
not be forgotten. 

Those not so successful, to whom their contemporaries 
have been less than just — and there are such — will have to 
wait. They can aflPbrd to do it. Time will bring in justice 
when better knowledge and a calmer mind will disperse cal- 
umnies, clear up misconceptions, establish truth, vindicate 
character, and restore the luster of reputations tarnished by 
the breath of ignorant suspicion. 

But who shall be the historian of the nameless heroes — 
the undistinguished privates — the rank and file ? Who shall 
recount and record their constancy and courage, which gave 
the victory — ^their toils, endurance, and sacrifices, that made 
the bitterness of defeat? What a satire is history that re- 
verses the divine law of vicarious sacrifice, whereby one dies 
for many, in order that many may die for one ! 

There is, of course, homage due to the genius of success- 
ful command, that fitly shows itself in the rewards bestowed 
by the popular applause, and the fame which history awards ; 
and yet, who that knows the heroism of the unheralded mul- 
titude, whose sufferings and sacrifices build the monument of 
military glory, can pass the halting veteran without a salute 
of reverence ? . 

I stood lately in the beautiful Memorial Hall of Cam- 
bridge, the oftering of Harvard graduates to the memory of 
their fellows who died in the service of their country, in the 
Civil War. Their names are carved in marble, and inscribed 
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on tablets round its walls, without reference to rank, or title, 
or nativity — a grateful tribute from learning and culture to 
that piety which we call patriotism. 

It suggests the thought, that the archives of our Society 
and its sister societies might be the repository of memorials 
more valuable than this, gathering from thousands of sources 
contributions to the unwritten history of the army and the 
war, now lying unknown, and soon to be lost in the diaries 
or recollections of ^individual officers and soldiers. Many 
an incident, even of military importance and interest, has 
escaped the official report; while abundant material, illus- 
trative of the spirit and manners of the time, of individual 
prowess and character, might thus be preserved to history. 
To add such a feature to the constitution and practical work- 
ings of our military associations, would give to them a perma- 
nent office in the public service, and insure their endurance, 
outlasting the social impulses from which they first sprung. 

It may, however, be well to question ourselves — better 
than to have the question raised by others — whether we do 
not, in our thoughts and speeches, give undue prominence 
and credit to the mere military displays and agencies that 
wrought in the progress and result of the war? 

Of course, being war, it had to be decided by battles; 
physical force w&s the actual and final arbiter of the dread dis- 
pute ; but, to say nothing of the moral and political forces that 
wielded the giant weapons of attack and defense, there was 
an immense reserve of power, both physical and moral, lying 
behind the lines of actual conflict, out of which everything 
came, and upon which everything depended. 

This was the people, aroused and organized for war — not 
merely through their political government, which carried 
on the technical operations of the contest, but through 
every agency and instrument by which they could influence 
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its result. It was, as the eloquent Frenchman, Gasparin, 
named it, ^Hhe uprising of a great peopled' 

Wars made by governments in the interest of a dynasty 
or a policy, and carried on by means of standing armies, the 
world had grown familiar with and weary of, till lovers of 
their kind wondered how war could be justified at all. But 
ours was different. As President Lincoln said of the Gov- 
ernment, " it was a war of the people, by the people, /or the 
people." 

It was a rally of all the members of society, for the 
preservation of society itself. It was not merely a defense of 
the particular government attacked : it was a defense of the 
principle of all government; for the right of a legally estab- 
lished government to maintain its own existence was chal- 
lenged and denied. When the danger was understood and 
measured, it was found to be the peril of anarchy, and the 
whole community, with a single will and the terrific energy 
of a convulsion, as of a man in a final struggle for life, 
straining every fiber of its frame, rushed to the encounter. 

To every man the question was put, whether he should 
^continue to have a country or give it up ; for, although what- 
ever the result might have been, new allegiances would 
doubtless have sprung up, yet the old one, with all its tradi- 
tions and associations, would have been annihilated, and to 
us and our people the old one was the only one possible. 

In consequence, the whole social organization was turned 
from peace to war. To re-establish the constitution and en- 
force obedience to the laws, to maintain the integrity of the 
nation and vindicate its authority at every cost, was the su- 
preme and all-pervading passion. In the wrathful furnace of 
its anger, seven times heated, all petty things were burned 
into impalpable ashes — all the hard and heterogeneous ele- 
ments of class or individual divisions were fused into a hot 
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and flowing mass, devouring and consuming whatever refused 
to take on its color and consistence. 

To wage the war to a successful end was the only busi- 
ness by day, the only anxiety at night. It filled the ^hearts 
of man, woman, and child. Every agency and influence were 
impressed into its service. Many a man went into the army 
believing that it were better for him to die, if thereby he 
might help to win the victory, than, outliving his country, to 
bury the hopes of his children in its grave. 

The same spirit inspired the platform, the press, and the 
pulpit. All w^ho did not share it were strangers and aliens. 
If any openly opposed it, they became outlaws and traitors. 

The logic of the occasion was simple. Those who w^ere 
trying to pull down the house should not shelter themselves 
in it. Those who abetted the overthrow of the constitution 
should not claim its protection. The whole country w^as a 
military camp. The population was divided into two classes — 
the army, and its purveyors. The nation was practically 
unanimous. 

The open dissent that expressed itself in party organiza- 
tions, and within the bounds of toleration, confined itself to 
criticism upon administration, and did not dare to advocate 
dismemberment. Its avowals were made broad enough to 
insure defeat, in order that it might escape the responsibility 
of success ; and thus its opposition only served to emphasize 
the popular determination to preserve the Union. 

It was not a question of politics. Party adhesions melted 
like wax in the flame of patriotic fervor. It.was a matter of 
social duty. It involved everything that was dear to men, of 
individual or public interest. The moral element of obliga- 
tion predominated, laid its high commands on every con- 
science, ratified and sanctified by the spirit of religion. The 
Church and State found their true point of contact^ and rjien 
and ministers fought and prayed together for civilization and 
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Christianity identified with country. "Women found a fit 
sphere for their activities, awarded to them without misgiv- 
ings, where they were received with reverential regard. They 
ministered as angels in the hospital, at the sick-bed, to the 
suftering and dying — mothers, wives, sisters, daughters. All 
classes and conditions were bound together by common sym- 
pathies. 

The faith of the people was never shaken. It was their 
courage and constancy that gave firmness and consistency to 
the plans of the Cabinet; upheld the hands of the Government 
at home and abroad ; cheered the heart of the President, bur- 
dened with the weight of his great anxiety ; fed the ceaseless 
energy of the great War Secretary, as by day and by night it 
sent streams of activity through every vein and artery of the 
mighty organization ; supplied the resources of credit b}'' 
which the Treasury, though long since emptied, was kept 
ever full ; gave assurance to the buoyant hopes of our san- 
guine diplomacy, by which the fears and jealousies of foreign 
powers were restrained from mischievous intermeddling; sus- 
tained our arms in weariness and defeat, and crowned them 
at last with the well-earned triumph of final, complete, and 
overwhelming victory ! 

This unanimous enthusiasm was not factitious nor ignorant. 
The people were not deceived by a false clamor, nor led, as an 
unthinking multitude, by the instinct of following. 

Their previous political education and the habits of a free 
and intelligent people had instructed them in the merits of 
the great controversy. They fully understood the whole field 
of dispute, and deliberately and firmly took their ground. 
They fathomed the political philosophy of the secession 
school, abstruse and technical as its doctrine was. The in- 
stinct against its disintegrating tendency had been years be- 
fore embodied in the strong common sense of Jackson's 
proclamation ; the original poison insinuated by Jefferson 
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• 
into the artful dograas of '98, if not elinainated, had been 

localized, and when the virus reappeared, having been car- 
ried wherever the weakness and taint of slavery existed, it 
was recognized again. Seeking its success in secession, re- 
bellion, and revolution, because the reason and conscience of 
the nation had pronounced against it, the people understood 
it, accepted its challenge to mortal combat, and decreed 
its end. 

It was this thorough comprehension, by the popular 
mind, of the questions at issue that gave such earnestness to 
their purpose in prosecuting them to an ultimate settlement, 
and the intelligence with which the decision was finally made 
is the sure guaranty that it will never be appealed from nor 
reversed. It was one of those verdicts so conclusive that it 
not only quieted the adversary, but convinced him. 

The war was not only the people's war — it was s^just war. 

This might be inferred from the unanimity, enthusiasm, 
intelligence, and success with which it was prosecuted and 
ended. All these elements do not often combine in support 
of a bad cause. The general course of God's providence, in 
the moral government of the world, would lead us to believe 
their concurrence evidence of a good cause. But this pre- 
sumption, upon reflection, emerges from the region of doubt- 
ful inference, and ripens into assured conviction. 

The seceding States had no just cause of complaint — 
much less one justifying separation — against either the Gen- 
eral Government or the people of their sister States. 

The cause of final oftense was the success of a political 
party, in a Presidential election, pledged to limit the exten- 
sion of negro slavery. 

But that policy was not new — it was the policy of the 
statesmen of the Revolution. It was not unconstitutional. 

Back of that was the original sin of attacking the insti- 
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tution of slavery, where it lawfully existed, and seeking its 
abolition. 

But that had been done in no unconstitutional way. 
The only weapon used was public opinion, enlightened by 
discussion and moved by the moral sense of the age.. The 
institution was doomed, because it was condemned by the 
Christianity and civilization of the country. But the Gov- 
ernment whose overthrow was sought had never offended ; it 
had not, in any instance, failed in its constitutional duty. 

The attack was made upon that Government. South 
.Carolina endeavored by military force to drive the authority 
of the United States out of its jurisdiction, as being inde- 
pendent and foreign ; and Fort Sumter fell. 

It was said by the administration of that day that there 
was no power conferred by the Constitution upon the gov- 
ernment of the United States to coerce a State ; as if to de- 
fend its own rightful existence by lawful force was the 
coercion of any person or thing. 

But the proposition was not even formally true. The 
United States are required to guarantee to every State a re- 
publican form of government in the Union; a guaranty, the 
execution of which might require the use of force, which 
would be coercion. And that guaranty, so enforced, extends 
to coercion, required to preserve their relation to the Union ; 
for if secession can not be met with force, the guaranty is 
without sanction. If the proposition were formally true, it 
is nevertheless undeniable that it was untrue in substance ; 
for, even if the Government had no authority to coerce a 
StatCy it has the right to coerce all the individuals that com- 
pose it. The Constitution, treaties, and laws, made in pur- 
suance thereof, are paramount. They are the law in every 
State, any law of the State to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And the Government is invested with express power to en- 
force obedience to all its laws. Nothing — not even a State- 
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can lawfully and effectually stand between it and its own 
constituents. 

On its own doctrine secession was punishable by war. 

If the Constitution, instead of being the frame of a gov- 
ernment, had been merely a league between co-equal and sov- 
ereign States, it had, still, the dignity of a treaty, and was 
perpetual according to its terms. To dissolve it required the 
same mutual consent that created it. If either, in case of 
its infraction by the others, had the sovereign right of de- 
ciding on the fact of a breach, the interpretation which 
demonstrated it, and the nature of the remedy, and thus of 
declaring it no longer to be binding, the converse right be- 
longed to all the rest ; and there being, by the supposition, 
no common superior, each had the equal right to enforce its 
own views. Superior force alone was adequate to settle the 
controversy, and thus war, as the ultima ratio, became the 
necessary resort. In that case it w^ould simply change its 
aspect, and become, instead of a rebellion against the govern- 
ment of the United States, a war for disunion among the 
States themselves. Certainly, if one or more States had the 
right to make it, the rest had an equal right, there being no 
judge between them, to resent and resist it. 

But the justice of the war in defense of the American 
Union is not to be adjudged as you would try a title in a 
court of justice. Legal rights are not the measure of moral 
rights. The people of the United States were a nation irre- 
spective of constitutional bonds, and had a destiny to fulfill 
in behalf of human progress and the welfare of mankind that 
they could not disappoint without becoming themselves guilty 
of treason to the race. 

A necessity was laid upon them — I know that has too 
often been the tyrant's plea — a moral and physical necessity 
in the interest of humanity, making upon this western con- 
tinent its great experiment of republican government, and 
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for the sake of all the interests of peaceful culture and pro- 
gressive civilization implied in its success to perpetuate that 
union, without which there could be no greatness and no 
peace. 

The hopes of lovers of free self-government the world 
over were bound up in our success, and their good wishes 
and sympathies were with us, throughout; governments 
whose diplomacy had always been friendly, but who feared 
the example of a successful republic, secretly desired our 
defeat, and, when they safely could, plotted for it. 

The l^successful establishment of the Southern Confed- 
eracy — so far as human speculation can penetrate a hypothet- 
ical future — meant complete disintegration, and the rivalries 
and wars of petty States, or a reconstruction of a new Union 
in which the principle of personal freedom should be subor- 
dinated to the necessities of an empire founded expressly for 
the perpetuation of negro slavery. That meant, in its turn, 
of course, simply a new rebellion in favor of human liberty. 
Hence, unless all history be a lie, and if anything certain can 
be predicated of our knowledge of human nature, the war, 
sooner or later, was inevitable. 

No political aphorism was ever more pregnant with sig- 
nificant truth than the saying of Mr. Seward, that there was 
an irrepressible conflict between the political and social forces 
arrayed as friends and foes of the institution of negro slavery ; 
and no prediction of uninspired history was so closely fol- 
lowed by its fulfillment, as that uttered by Mr. Lincolm, based 
on the same sentiment — that these States could not long re- 
main half slave and half free ; they must, sooner or later, be 
all slave or all free. 

The political leaders of the Southern States were entirely 
right in regarding the election of Mr. Lincoln, in 1860, as 
the doom of slavery. Xo unconstitutional attack was either 
expressed or implied, indeed, in that event ; but the posses- 
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sion of the Federal Governfifient by a sentiment friendly to 
the institution had secured for it a shield and defense against, 
not only hostile action, but hostile opinion. Ifow, the guns 
of their fortress were reversed and turned upon its garrison, 
and the practice of slaveholding and the political organiza- 
tion framed for its defense and perpetuation were uncovered 
to the scorn and hatred of the civilized world. 

If those leaders had been statesmen, with sagacity to 
read aright the lessons of their time, they would have pre- 
pared a peaceful way to the inevitable result, and set their 
house in order for the advent of its new master ; but to this 
height they could not rise. It was too much, no doubt, to 
expect from fiuman nature. They refused to accept what 
they could not avert ; chose to end their suspense by precipi- 
tating what might have been postponed, and sought, by a 
coup d'etaty to forestall the action of forces, the nature of 
which they could not comprehend — the existence of which 
they feared, but aflected not to believe. They deceived none 
but themselves, and became, in their rage and folly, the min- 
isters of their own fate. 

By saddling human nature itself with all responsibility 
for the catastrophe, we modify and soften our judgments of 
individuals. We are forced to admit that the evil institution 
which blinded and destroyed them was one for the origin of 
which neither they nor our common forefathers were alto- 
gether and solely accountable; and that the shame and 
wrong of its continuance was the misfortune of the whole 
nation, and not merely df a section; and when they were 
hurried into a revolution in the vain hope of preserving it, 
it was not so much the will of individuals as the work of 
instincts and impulses that, in the existing condition of 
things, were irresistible. 

It was in the general spirit of this apology that the war 
was waged on behalf of the Union. Civil wars, more than 
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others, evoke the bitterness of partisan hates and the savage 
fierceness of individual passions. And nothing less is to be 
expected of the party whose territory is the subject of inva- 
sion, whose homes are desolated, whose fields are wasted 
and property destroyed. But it is due to truth to say that 
the spirit of the people who maintained the cause of the 
Union was not malevolent. They could not look even upon 
their adversaries so much as enemies to be destroyed, as 
estranged brethren to be disarmed and won again to frater- 
nity. War, of course, in its best phase, is a cruel thing, and 
the shortest road to peace is to make it felt most severely. 
But, in the act of applying its discipline, the people and gov- 
ernment of the United States never forgot the ties that 
bound them to those arrayed against them; never cherished 
anything like a desire of revenge; continually hoped for 
peace without more shedding of blood ; asked for no indem- 
nity but the removal of the cause of war; insisted on no 
terms but submission to a common government. There was 
no conquest, no subjugation. No provinces were torn from 
their chosen allegiance; no forced levies or extorted indem- 
nities were exacted to pay the cost of peace. There was not 
a single military or civil execution for treason, and now 
every offense has been buried in the oblivion of a universal 
amnesty. 

During the progress of the war, from its beginning to 
the end, and throughout the whole period since elapsed, 
there has not been a time when it was not the sincere desire 
of the people of the North that the Southern States should 
share in their prosperity, and recovering from the loss and 
waste of war, and the confusion, anarchy, and bad govern- 
ment, which were its necessary, but temporary consequences, 
reach a standard of wealth, security, and happiness which 
they had never before attained. Such, I am sure, is the pre- 
vailing and general feeling to-day! 
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And it 18 our exceeding great reward that, in point of 
fact, the Southern States have not only not been losers by 
the war, but, all things considered, have made a great gain. 
Of course, in such an estimate, no calculation is made of the 
loss of life on the battle-field, in the hospital, in the prison, 
from wounds and tjxposure. The melancholy accounts on 
both sides must be taken as equiyalents, Tor which no com- 
pensation can be asked or made. Outside of that, the losses 
of property, the millions represented by slaves alone, the 
waste of war, the disorganization of labor, and depreciation 
of all money values of every species of property, must have 
their due allowance made. Nevertheless, it is not too much 
to say that all is more than made up by the abolition of 
slavery. 

The waste of war is repaired by the arts of peace in an 
incredibly short time. The gain which results from free 
labor has scarcely begun to manifest itself, and will increase 
in geometrical ratios as long as there is room for prosperity 
to grow. There is, perhaps, not an intelligent and conscien- 
tious citizen of the South to-day that would restore the insti- 
tution of slavery if he could ; that does not believe that the 
true prosperity of his section began with the day that made 
all its laborers free. Usually and naturally, the feuds and 
grudges of civil strife are handed down from father to son, 
and become perpetuated in national tradition. In the Old 
World history, we see traces of then^ appearing here and 
there,* as rocks broken through the surface of the earth 
record the struggles of intestine elemental strife; as to-day 
the battle of the Boyne is most vividly remembered as the 
anniversary of the hate between the Orange and the Green. 

Not so, we believe, will it bo with our civil war. Its 
benefits and blessings are mutually shared by both parties to 
the contest, so that they whose cause was lost already per- 
ceive that our victories were their blessings. The time is not 
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distant, is near at hand, when, realizing more and more per- 
fectly the fruits borne to them by their defeat, the people of 
the South, white and black, equally emancipated from the 
evils of a system fatal alike to both, will join with us, heartily 
and sincerely, in celebrating the victories of the Union arms, 
as the common heritage of our national honor, glory, and 
salvation. 

Emancipation was the logic of the war. Without that 
the struggle would have been a sorry failure, without signifi- 
cance in the present, without promise to the future. With it 
peace was the beginning of a new order, confirmed by a con- 
stitutional prohibition, which abolished all sectional divisions, 
and brought for the first time our national professions and 
practice into unison. The national spirit was consolidated. 
We had learned how union had come to mean unity, and jus- 
tice had been made the equal law of national citizenship. 
As citizenship followed freedom, so the electoral franchise 
was logically essential to citizenship; and, to secure all, the 
constitution, by its final amendment, made the General Gov- 
ernment the guardian of its new constituency, so far at least 
as to correct all attempted discriminations of local legislation. 

The duty of conferring the right of suflTrage upon the 
newly made citizen seemed plain and imperative, notwith- 
standing its perils; but its wisdom, of course, could not be 
justified on the ground that he was likely at once to use it 
wisely. This was not to be expected in any case, for its na- 
ture, as an instrument of government, is such that its wise 
use comes from the experience of its actual use. 

There is a double error in our American theory of rep- 
resentative government — that perfect institutions secure 'perfect 
administration, and that the simple rule of the majority^ where 
the franchise of voting and holding office is shared equally by 
all, is the perfection of popular institutions. 

There was never contrived, perhaps, a better mode for 
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the peaceful adjusting of disputed questions of public and 
private rights than that provided for preserving harmony be- 
tween the States of this Union through the Federal Govern- 
ment; and yet that that failed in the moment of its great 
trial, the civil war of 1861 is the melancholy proof; and that 
universal suffrage and universal candidacy to office is not the 
panacea for perfect administration, the condition and history 
of the reconstructed States abundantly show. 

The remedy for the admitted evils resulting from the 
introduction into the body politic suddenly of so large a pro- 
portion of ignorant electors, is not, it may be affirmed with 
certainty, to seek to deprive them of the franchise now se- 
cured to them by constitutional guaranties. 

That would be unjust and impossible. To the extent of 
protecting them in their equal rights as citizens, the faith of 
the Nation is pledged ; and that faith, made sacred by the 
blood and treasure spent in the restoration of the Union, will 
be redeemed at every additional cost. 

Neither will it promote relief, while not openly seeking 
that end, to approximate it indirectly, by a system of intimida- 
tion and outbreaks of violence, in order to reduce them to a 
state of subserviency to those who claim to be the rightful 
ruling class. 

Terrorism is not a safe instrument in popular govern- 
ments, and can not be a permanent one. In this matter the 
white citizens of the South have yet much to learn — quite as 
much, perhaps, as those whose ignorance they assume to be 
the cause of all their troubles. A small class among them till 
the country with reports of their cold-blooded and unprovoked 
murders, perpetrated in most cases upon unoffending blacks, out 
of mere wantonness, rage, and class hatred. The existence and 
crimes of this class are attributable to the apathy and w^ant of 
public spirit in the mass of the intelligent, refined, and respecta- 
ble whites. It would be doing them too great injustice to sup- 
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pose that they could sanction such horrors. And yet it is 
their indifference which really makes them possible, and 
brings upon the whole community, where rests the responsi- 
bility, the consequences of the crimes of a reckless few. 

It is in the power of the real statesmen of the South^ — 
the statesmen of the old school — and the generation of them 
is not extinct — the wise and able and good men there, who 
have a stake in society, to restore social order and bring in 
honest and intelligent government in their several States. It 
is by simply coming forward and claiming the place and in- 
fluence in public affairs which legitimately belong to their 
superior qualifications. It is by making friends and allies of 
the new voters, instead of treating them as enemies and aliens. 
It is by learning to lead and forgetting to drive, None are so 
well, versed as they in the tact and arts of politics ; and than 
this, there is no field for the exertion of talent and industry 
where harvest more surely follows seed-time. 

It will be no diflicult matter to establish relations of con- 
fidence between themselves and the freedmen, and heal the 
schism in society which now threatens its existence. The col- 
ored voter, whatever qualifications he lacks for the exercise 
of his franchises, will not be slow to reward those who prove 
themselves to be his real friends ; and docility, amiability, 
and imitativeness are his characteristics. If his vanity makes 
him an office-seeker, it is at least not a weakness peculiar to 
his race, but an instinct which demonstrates him to be both 
a man and an American. 

The task set for Southern society, to reorganize itself, 
for its local self-government, with a hearty acceptance of the 
legitimate consequences of the war — the responsibility for 
which rests chiefly upon the intelligent whites — though, as I 
think, perfectly feasible, is yet not without its difficulties. 

Time is an element in its successful achievement. Pa- 
tience, forbearance, disinterested zeal for the public good, an 
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energy that does not flag, a faith that will not faint, the res- 
olution of an invincible will, a warm-hearted love of country, 
a broad and generous love of man, a deep sense of duty, com- 
bined, will surely work it out. But those who are engaged 
in it are entitled to our sympathy and help. 

Indeed, the condition of the South — political and social 
— is a lesson to be studied by the whole country. Demagogues 
and adventurers prey on the public, here as well as there ; and 
men, the most unscrupulous and the most dangerous, are able, 
by lying flatteries of the people, to cheat them of their suftrages. 
The problem of perfecting the machinery of popular govern- 
ment has not yet been thoroughly solved anywhere. Of 
course, the chief reliance against all the perils of democratic 
institutions is in the progress and spread of popular intelli- 
gence, and the cultivation of popular habits of reverence for 
law, and love of that virtue which is the fountain and foun- 
dation of law. • 

On the other hand, while we seek to inform and inspire 
the political franchises, improvements perhaps may be intro- 
duced in the mode of their exercise. If we can not make 
Solons of the mass, we can secure to the minority such repre- 
sentation and influence in the actual governing body. as its 
numbers, at least, justify — a result required by the theory of 
governing according to numbers, and thus give the opportu- 
nity for such power in direction as is due to its intelligence. So 
if it bcf impracticable or inexpedient to limit the suffrage by 
a qualification, educational or otherwise, still we may secure 
its better and wiser exercise by limiting the number of in- 
stances in which it is called into exercise, and requiring, on the 
part of those who are chosen to positions of administration, 
satisfactory evidence of their skill and knowledge. Minority 
representation, reduction in the number of oflicers of govern- 
ment chosen by popular suffrage, increased permanence in the 
tenure of office, and a judicious system requiring qualifica- 
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tions for the civil service, applied to the present condition of 
Southern politics, might, it is submitted, greatly assist in 
needed reforms. I venture to suggest that they might find 
useful application elsewhere. 

One thing, however, our Southern brethren — for such I 
feel them to be — ought not to forget. It is not out of place 
here to remind them of it. Whatever else may happen — 
whether anything suggested here, or from any other source, 
may or may not be adopted, and found adequate or not, gov- 
ernment in the«Southern States, in the true sense of that word, 
will not be allowed to fail. If the Southern people are not able, 
of themselves, to maintain social order and peace ; if the cit- 
izens of the United States can not there, by local institutions 
and laws, be protected in the right to life, liberty, and the pur- 
suit of happiness ; if the State governments are helpless to 
administer justice andpreeerve peace — anarchy, otherwise in- 
evitable, will not be permitted to work the dissolution of so- 
ciety. Intervention, in any emergency, ab extra, is to be dep- 
recated ; but, in sucTi a one, not to be avoided. It would be 
a simple necessity. Any government is better than none, and 
a government that, with impunity, tolerates the habit of mur- 
der, does not deserve the name. 

But it is also a constitutional duty.. The bond of National 
Union contains a special pledge of protection to the enfran- 
chised slave. The right of suffrage and of equal participa- 
tion in all strictly civil and political rights were accorded to 
him as a part of the national policy, and for the better se- 
curity of his rights of person and property. His oifense, for 
which he is subjected to barbarities which shock the sense of 
the civilized world, consists in the exercise of these rights 
which the Nation has conferred upon him. It can not afford 
that he should suff'er unavenged. It will surely interpose the 
shield of its protection. 

But let us, on our part, take care that that intervention 
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proceeds no farther than the necessity demands, and does not 
transcend the limits of constitutional obligation. Let us 
avoid all irritating legislation, all unnecessary wounding of 
susceptibilities, sore with disappointment, or inflamed by 
prejudice. We have done our whole duty when we have es- 
tablished and enforced, in favor of the freedmen, equality of 
right under the law. The rest, whatever it may prove to be, 
he must do for himself. We confer upon him his personal 
freedom, his civil rights, his political liberty. His social 
position must be the result of social forces, with which Gov- 
ernment, neither State nor Natfonal, has any right to inter- 
fere. He can not long, maintain a usurped position, either 
in private or public life. If his education or natural abilities 
do not fit him for the place of leader in opinion or govern- 
ment, he must be content to be a folloiver. The very glory 
and beauty of free government are that each one, according 
to his natural fitness, may freely find his own place ; that in- 
telligence, wisdom, and virtue may be the governing powers; 
that society may always command the best service for the 
public good. Equality prevails only in the order of right; in 
the social order, where the bond is opinion and not law, the 
organization of mutual service is a hierarchy of special 
adaptations, in which it is more honorable to fill well the low- 
est place than greedily to seek for the highest, and unworthily 
occupy it. 

We have reviewed the past, we have surveyed the pres- 
ent. What has the future in store for the Republic ? 

According to the science of political economy in the ex- 
change of material values, price is regulated in general by 
reference to cost. It is by analogy true in the world of 
ideas. 

K so, the worth of our political institutions, our noble 
frame of . government, our sisterhood of free and equal 
States, the commonwealth of our Union, with its Government 
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for the whole, is to be meaaured by the toils, privations, and 
sacrifices of fhe wonderful generation by whose wisdom it 
was founded, and by those of the present generation, by 
Avhom it was preserved and regenerated. The value thus 
measured is beyond all estimation. 

It is greater still if we attempt to measure it by the sum 
of happiness and prosperity, which those institutions pre- 
served, improved, and perfected, are competent to secure to 
all future generations that worthily maintain them. 

The material growth of the Nation is assured. The nat- 
ural conditions of wealth and progress are most abundantly 
supplied. There is nowhere else to be found a combination 
of climate, soil, mines, and natural productions so profuse in 
its supply of every material of human industry ; cheap food, 
cheap clothing, cheap fuel, cheap iron — these are the staples 
of industrial prosperity, of material wealth. It will take but 
a few years to restore, all the pecuniary losses of the war ; 
but a few years to relieve labor from the injurious fluctuations 
of an inconvertible currency, and the onerous and unequal 
taxes, w^hich were its seemingly unavoidable legacies. Soon 
again shall we hear the hum of industry, various, well re- 
warded, and universal, arising from every neighborhood in 
the land ; internal trade, with its busy shuttle, will weave the 
warp and woof of domestic peace, from side to side, from end 
to end, throughout the length and breadth of the land ; and 
revived commerce on every sea will bear to and fro our ex- 
changes of mutual profit to the nearest and most distant na- 
tions and people. 

Wealth will accumulate with an unprecedented rapidity ; 
but the rapidity of its accumulation will be rivaled only by 
the breadth of its diffusion. If we continue to have the poor 
still and always \\\t\\ us, it will be only that they may be 
cared for by a people as generous as they will be rich. 
Wealth will bring leisure; leisure, study; study, knowledge, 
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culture, and refinement ; with them will come science, litera- 
ture, art. 

Will this towering edifice of national greatness endure ? 
Will it resist the canker of decay, the corroding tooth of 
time ?• On one condition — yes. 

Let it be built as upon a corner-stone, upon the eternal 
adamant and foundation of justice, private and public, equal 
and exact, without respect of persons, to white and black, to 
rich and poor, to learned and ignorant, to strong and weak, 
for justice and judgment are the eternal habitations. ^^Iwill 
hear ichat God the Lord will speak, for He will speak peace unto 
His people and to His saints; but let them not turn again to 
folly, . . Mercy and truth are met together; righteousness and 
peace have kissed each other. Truth shall spring out of the earth; 
and righteousness shall look do^vn from heaven. Yea, the Lord 
shall give thai which is good, and our land shall yield her in- 
crease.^ 
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THE BANQUET. 

The Banquet closed the Eighth Annual Reunion of the 
Society of the Army of the Cumberland, The members of the 
Society arrived at the City Hall about 9i o'clock, and the 
Newport Barracks Band took position on the stage. The 
hall was handsomely embellished outside and inside. The 
illuminated " star, triangle, and acorn," in front of the build- 
ing, lit up the street for a distance of a square or two in each 
direction. 

Inside the hall, besides the elaborate red, white, and 
blue decoration that was put up to improve the acoustics of 
the room, there was an elegant display of flags, festoons, 
mottoes, and floral designs. "A cordial welcome to the So- 
ciety of the Army of the Cumberland^' were the words which 
hung high over the stage, and on the gallery, inside 
wreaths of evergreen, "Atlanta," " N'ashville," and "Shiloh" 
reminded the soldiers of the days of the war. Six tables ran 
the tvhole length of the- hall, and gave room for five hundred 
and fifty banqueters. A large number of ladies occupied 
seats in the gallery as spectators. 

I After music by the band, General Sheridan, who, as 
President of the Society, was at the head of the center table, 
announced that Chaplain Earnshaw had found it necessary 
to go home during the afternoon. Under the circumstances, 
he would invite those present to proceed to a discussion of 
the Banquet at once. 

There being many vacant seats at the table, General 
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Sheridan stepped to the center of the hall, and invited the 
ladies in the gallery to come down and join with those at the 
Banquet tables. A number of gentlemen proceeded to the 
gallery to escort the ladies down, and in a few minutes " fair 
women and brave men" were participating in the festivities 
of the evening on equal terms. 

To the right of the President sat General Sherman, 
Governor Allen, Commodore Ammen, and several staff offi- 
cers and ladies. To the left sat Secretary Belknap, General 
PoE, of the Engineer's Corps, and Colonel Bacon, of General 
Sherman's staff. In the close vicinity were General Notes, 
Colonel Streight, staff* officers, and others. General Custer 
made a dash for the gallery when it was announced that the 
ladies were invited. * 

The tables were elegantly trimmed with pyramids of 
flowers, and various other floral devices, beautiful in detail, 
but difficult to describe. The display of flowers on the table 
was elaborate and in great variety — pyramids, pillars, col- 
umns, miniature ships, hanging baskets, and living groups of 
rare plants. The array of substantial and luxuries was not 
less worthy of comment than that which pleased the eye. 

After full attention had been given to the substantials, 
General Sheridan called for order, and proceeded to the read- 
ing of the following

First Toast: 

"the president of the united states." 

Response by Governor E. P. Noyes : 

The President of the United States embodies and represents 
the dignity and power of a great nation. Called to this high posi- 
tion by the voice of the people, and from among the people, on 
account of some peculiar fitness, or in recognition of distinguished 
service to his country, it would seem but natural and right that we 
should surroimd his office with something of that poetic interest 
and veneration, which, under a different form of government, finds 
expression in the sentiment, "The king can do no wrong." In a 
republic like ours, however, where thought and speech are free, 
criticism is not much restricted, nor always reasonable and just. 
Once in four years, we select one of our own citizens, having in 
his veins no blood of titled ancestry, surrounded, it may be, with 
none of the accessories of wealth and social position, possibly a 
man unknown and inexperienced in political affairs, and having 
raised him to a proud pre-eminence, we expect and demand of him 
ideal virtues, the power and the will to serve and bless the nation 
that has honored him. And fhough he may prove to be never so ' 
able and honest and patriotic, though he carries himself with dig- 
nity, administers the law impartially, proposes wise measures, and 
deals justly with all men, yet he becomes the target at which 
malice and falsehood, envy and party bitterness, direct their cruel 
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shafts. It has been so from the days of "Washington until now. 
Our heroes and favorites', if they are sensitive, always pay for their 
honors with many heart-burnings and sorrowful hours. This is 
one of the evils peculiar to our political system. 

But I beg leave to suggest in this assembly of soldiers, edu- 
cated through a four years' course in that university whose lessons 
were written in blood, and where the prize of scholarship was a 
rescued country and an immortality of fame, whether something 
of that subordination and respect for constituted authority, which 
prevails in the army, is not desirable in civil life. May we not 
have our differences of creed and platform, our personal prefer- 
ences and party friends, without forgetting the decencies of life 
and the courtesy due to those who have attained exalted position, 
even against our will and wishes. Kirby Smith, a gentleman of 
rare ability and culture, and an accomplished soldier, killed at 
Corinth, was once asked if he did not find it hard to receive orders 
from volunteer officers totally ignorant of the profession of arms. 
**No," he replied; "my father taught me to always entertain the 
highest possible respect for the date of a man's commission." 

It has occurred to me that the united influence of our army 
societies might avail something in bringing about the era of po- 
liteness and courtesy in public life. It is a pleasant thing to renew 
friendships and revive grateful memories; it is better, however, 
to be confirmed in noble purposes, inspired to loftier endeavors, 
and incited to grander and more enduring works. 

As we toast the President of *the United States, our hearts as 
well as our lips respond, for the subject suggests the picture of a 
eighty Nation, numbering forty million of people, scattered over 
a broad and fertile land, rich in accumulated wealth, immeasurable 
in undeveloped resources, strong in the intelligence, virtue, and 
patriotism of its citizens, moving forward in the grand march of 
civilization to the accomplishment of its glorious destiny. When 
we honor our highest executive officer, we do credit to ourselves. 

But I should violate the proprieties of this occasion, did I not 
s^y the sentiment just read in our hearing, has for us a tenderer 
interest and a more personal application. The present Chief 
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Magistrate was our honored leader in battle, when the foundations 
of the government were trembling, and when a million bayonets 
were necessary for its support. This silent man whose will and 
word directed and controlled an irresistible army, though sitting 
with closed lips in the councils of men, yet shook the continent 
with the thunder of his artillery and the tramp of his victorious 
legions. The most important period of our owjq lives is insepara- 
bly associated with his military career. He is the central figure 
in the brightest visions which our memories recall. 

We pledge him heartily to-night; we wish him health and 
many years in which to enjoy his well-barned reputation. 

Second Toast-. 

"THE ARMY AND NAVY." 

Response by General W. T. Sherman : 

Mr. President and Comrades : 

As the representative of the two great braftches of the na- 
tional service, chosen to respond to this toast by your local com- 
mittee, I beg to recognize the compliment in thus associating the 
army and navy so close with the President of the United States. 
They are, as it were, the two arms with which the executive of the 
nation enforces the law and maintains the dignity of the govern- 
ment, and therefore should ever be coupled with him in the honors 
and responsibilities of his high ofl&ce. All government is main- 
tained more or less by force, from the highest to the lowest. Even 
in the family, the very foundation of civic society, there must be 
a measure of force ; and in your town, city, and county govern- 
ments, your constable or sheriff has his jposse comitat%iS to sustain 
his necessary powers ; and here in your State of Ohio, clothed with 
a species of sovereignty, your veteran Governor, who sits near me, 
is commander-in-chief of the army and navy of his* State, and 
often calls forth the militia to sustain the majesty of the law. 
Since her settlement in the last century, Ohio has been a battle- 
field; first with the Indians, then the British, then the terrible 
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Wolverines, and latterly with the turbulent miners. Here upon 
Ohio's soil, the revolutionary veteran, St. Clair, sustained an inglo- 
rious defeat at the hands of the Shawnees, which, however, was 
soon wiped out by the ever-glorious Anthony Wayne ; then came 
Harrison with his Ohio and Kentucky volunteers, and drove the 
British and their allies beyond the Maumee and Detroit rivers, and 
utterly vanquished them forever at the river Thames, where 
"Johnson killed Tecumseh," my namesake. 

But the war in which Ohio stood alone, unaided, and is enti- 
tied to all the honors, wa^ the great "Wolverine war." It is an un- 
written history, but fortunately there are survivors here present, and 
I myself saw some of its beginning, and am warranted in drawing 
on my memory, and somewhat on my imagination, to enlighten this 
audience, who think themselves veterans, though they may not 
have heard of those days that stirred up the hot blood of us 
native Buckeyes. 

I was a boy then at How's school, at Lancaster, not far from 
here, when we were all startled by a proclamation of our governor 
and commander-in-chief, stating that some Wolverines beyond the 
Maumee, supposed by us to be the worst sort of Indians, had 
actually forbidden and threatened the lives of surveyors sent by 
the great State of Ohio to extend her borders so as to take in all 
of the Bay of Maumee. A call was made for volunteers to go 
forth and battle for the honor and dignity of our native State. 
The militia of our county was called out and mustered down by 
the canal on Williamson's pasture-lot, and I well remember the 
martial appearance of that line of men, armed with cornstalk guns 
with tin bayonets. But there was a major-general there on his 
war-steed, galloping back and forth, and the beauty of that charger 
and the martial bearing of that great leader haunts me even unto 
this day; and he made a speech. I do not know but that I must 
date my military inspiration back to that moment. He repre- 
sented the danger which hung like a cloud on our northwest 
border, and called for volunteers. He himself had a family and 
could not go. The colonels, captains, and lieutenants also had 
families and could not go ; but a drum and fife marched back and 
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forth playing patriotic airs in front of the line, and if my memory 
serves me, three patriotic men stepped forth and followed the 
spirit-stirring drum and fife, and oflEered thdir lives on the altar 
of their State. 

In like manner must have occurred similar musters all over 
the State, and in due time was collected here in Columbus an 
army which marched to the border and to battle. The Wolverines 
(who were not Indians at all, but settlers in the then Territory of 
Michigan) had also collected an army, equally resolved to defend 
their territory from their powerful and grasping neighbor. It is 
related, by whom is immaterial, that these two armies were ar- 
rayed one against the other, with nothing to separate them but a 
worm-fence, and the sentinels walked their solitary paths in plain 
view of each other. I suppose to keep apart two such infuriated 
armies. One dark night the Buckeye sentinel heard mysterious 
sounds in the bushes that lined the fence, and suspecting some 
treachery on the part of his foe, he aimed his good flint-lock mus- 
ket, fired, and having done his whole duty he departed for his 
home. The drummer-boy, alarmed at the firing, jumped on a. 
stump and beat the *' long roll," and then followed the sentinel. 
The next morning both camps were empty, and history does not 
record the details of the Kilkenny fight, for both armies were de- 
stroyed and none left to tell the tale. One of those curious news- 
paper reporters, on a subsequent visit to the field of, battle, found 
a dead hog in the fence-corner, and the envious stay-at-homes still 
insist that that poor hog was the only casualty of the Wolverine 
war. Congress, then, as now, the great peace- maker, stepped in 
and gave Ohio her boundary, and softened the blow to Michigan 
by extending her boundary over that magnificent peninsula, which 
now embraces the copper mines of Keweenaw and the iron mines of 
Negaunee. 

Excuse me for this diversion ; and as my toast embraces the 
navy also, I find a special comfort in the fact that we have with us 
here some officers of that branch of service, among them one of 
Ohio's sons, Commodore Ammen, who will answer for his com- 
rades ; but he may claim on this occasion to represent his accepted 
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and favorite country, "Japan.'' Here, too, Ohio owes a debt of 
gratitude, for no more brilliant deed of history is recorded than 
that of Perry's victory on the lakes, which forever determined the 
question whether we or the British should rule on those great in- 
land seas. "With Perry's gallant fight off Sandusky Bay ceased, 
and forever, that contest for supremacy in the Northwest, and 
the older citizens of Ohio must remember with what feelings of 
pride and enthusiasm that event was hailed throughout this good 
State. And in our more recent and greater war, the navy came to 
us and fought with us side by side wherever a keel could float. 
And among the earliest and best of them we place the noble and 
gallant Foote, who was a citizen of Cleveland. I must not, how- 
ever, be drawn out on this tempting subject, but leave room for 
Commodore Ammen when his time is called. 

Thanking you for the close attention you have given me, I 
will only repeat my perfect satisfaction thus to meet at the social 
board my old comrades of the Army of the Cumberland^ and to ex- 
press a hope that we may long be spared to enjoy these happy 
annual reunions. 

Third Toast : 

"THE MEMORY OF GENERAL THOMAS." 

Response by General James A. Garfield : 

Comrades : 

No toast could be offered to which I deem it a greater honor to 
respond, than the toast to the memory of George H. Thomas ; and 
I can not better respond than by attempting to answer the question, 
** What made General Thomas the man that this Society and the 
American people knew him to be?" It is frequently said that 
circumstances make men ; but it is far nearer the truth to say that 
character is the architect which builds fame out of circumstances. 

The career of General Thomas was the result of no fortunate 
accident. He did not follow any lucky star that lighted \i\iSL on to 
glory. Our late war had no more impressive lesson t'b^n this — 
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that succcBS was the reward of careful culture, patient training, 
and earnest faithful work. I do not, by any means, underrate the 
value of our volunteer army, or the character and worth of those 
who turned away from the pursuits of civil life and devoted their 
best efforts to the nation, struggling in the field for its existence. 
But we must not overlook the fact, that those soldiers, who, 
before the conflict came on, had been specially and thoroughly 
trained for the duties of war, achieved the greatest success in the 
command of our armies. They illustrated the principle now so much 
discussed, the survival of the fittest. By special training they had 
developed those qualities which fitted them for success. Of this 
class General Thomas was one of the most illustrious examples. 

From the day when he entered the Military Academy in 1836, to 
the close of his career, his life is a continued illustration of the power 
and value of persistent hard work, and of that efficiency which 
comes from severe, thorough training. What will not twenty-five 
years of faithful training accomplish in developing all there is in a 
man? Beginning at the foundation, starting with the funda- 
mental principles of his profession, Thomas mastered slowly, 
steadily, and thoroughly, one by one, the difficulties which 
confronted him ; until, at last, when the great strain and stress of 
the conflict came, it found him thoroughly fitted to accomplish all 
that the necessities of war laid upon him. I do not find that any- 
where in his career he trusted to luck. His career was a steady 
upward grade, each step of which he fairly earned. It was this 
thorough preparation of himself, this discipline of his faculties 
and development of his powers, which made him so worthy to 
be trusted. 

Half a century ago, yrhen our Government was about to enter 
upon the work of erecting important public buildings, a commis- 
sion was appointed to ascertain the best building material. 
Cubes of a given size were prepared of material taken from the 
various competing quarries, and were subjected to such tests as 
would prove their quality. First, was the test of pressure. A cube 
would stand so many tons of pressure, but one added pound would 
crush it to powder. Then came the test of fire, to determine how 
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many degrees of heat each could Btand before it would burst. Then 
the tests of freezing, of moisture, and of corrosive acids. And when 
all were tried, the relative value of each specimen was determined 
by the aggregation of results. 

So, in a way not unlike this, men are tested by the great 
events that occur in the life of a nation ; the tremendous events 
of war ; the pressure of enormous responsibility ; the fieiy ordeal 
of battle— all these were the testa that developed not only the 
material of which our soldiers were made, but the qualities which 
culture had produced. And what one, in the long list of our 
heroes, stood all these crucial tests more gloriously than did 
George H. Thomas? In the midst of it all, he was indeed the 
" Eock of Chickamauga," 

" — that tower of strength, 
Which stood four-sqaare to all the winds that blew." 

His were not the qualities that blazed and gleamed with the 
fires of genius ; but better and more sterling qualities have rarely 
been combined in any man — ^and these qualities were made almost 
perfect by persistent training. He did not follow glory as a 
phantom, but duty as a star. He stood at his post until glory 
found him, and crowned him with immortality. 

For these reasons, we may safely present the character of 
General Thomas as a noble and worthy model of manhood to the 
young men of our country. But while he belongs to the whole 
country, yet, by a precious and peculiar right, he belongs to us of 
the Army of the Cumberland. He is ours to remember, to reverence, 
and cherish so long as the least of us shall survive upon the 
earth. 

Fourth Toast: 

" OUR SISTER ARMIES OF THE BAST AND WEST." 

General W. W. Belknap, Secretary of War, responded 
as follows : 
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Gentlemen op t^e Army of the Cumberland : 

This occasion gives me great satisfaction, for it is my first 
attendance upon a reunion of the Society of this army ; an army 
which, side by side with the one to which I had the honor to belgng 
(the Army of the Tennessee — Grant's first army), fought the fights 
of the nation together, and worked through the pressing trials of 
the Atlanta campaign until victory and surrender came. 

It is a pleasure to respond to the call of men who belonged to 
one of the armies of the West — armies whose private soldiers had 
no thought but the ftilfiUment of patient duty, whose subordinate 
officers had no aim save the reliant hope which true service gives 
and tried courage commands, and whose leaders, free from jealous 
envies and unseemly aspirations, labored with confident energy, 
relying on him who bade you good-bye at Atlanta, you going to 
new victories gloriously to be won, and he, to the accomplishment 
of that achievement sung in song, told in story, and honored in 
history and in our hearts — Sherman's march to the sea. The 
harmonious union of the men of these armies, and the marked 
absence of elements which might have marred success, is itself a 
tribute to their pariotism. 'This, though guided by ambition, 
taught them to march when the order came, and made itself felt 
in the renown won, by deeds done from motives of pure duty. 
Hand joined with hand, and heart with heart, most resolutely, in 
these Western armies; and while glorious rivalries inspired these 
divisions, it is a welcome memory of our service that, backed by 
brave battalions, our leaders won their triumphs by skill and energy. 

And there is another thought, holding within it most sacred 
memories, which should fill together the hearts of those whose 
names are on the rolls of these two armies, the recollection of 
their commanders, on whom, while living, they fixed their faith, 
and whom, in death, they venerate. Courtly and chivalric, 
knightly in bearing and a born soldier, McPherson had the love of 
his men ; encouraged men by the brightness of. his smile, and 
attracted them by a demeanor as confident as it was engaging. He 
fell in action, and it was a sad hour when the word which told us of 
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his loss passed down tho line. The hero had his last salute in the 
battle's connonading. 

You, soldiers of the Army of the Cumberland^ will always do 
homage to the memory of your own Thomas, who stood like a rock 
while the army which leaned upon him linked his name with 
victory. His last hour came among peaceful labors in the quiet of 
homo. And as we saw his comrades of high rank stand by the body of 
the honored dead, and as the tributes of esteem fell from the lips 
of men whose words were worth possessing, we felt that the genius 
which guided him, and the integrity which controlled his life, found 
recompense in the regrets which followed him. Brave and loyal, 
tried and true, few were better — none were braver than McPher- 
soN and Thomas. Their armies bound around their brows the 
wreaths which there belong, while the nation claimed for the pages 
of its history the story of their fame. Great is the pride that we 
should feel in the memory of these men, and in a gathering like this, 
which revives the recollection of their soldiers' deeds and their own 
manly valor. 

Our sister armies of the East are here, in spirit, with their 
sieter army of the West, and on the folds of their banners, as they 
unroll, glisten the names of Gettysburg and of the uncounted fields 
where the men of the grand old Army of the Potomac and of the 
other armies of the East gave fame to the nation and luster to its 
flag. The waters of the Potomac and of the Tennessee, of the 
Cumberland and of the James, mingle to-night peacefully together. 
When the country called our Western leader East, the links of 
soldierly love were bound in a chain of friendly union across the 
continent, which no power can break. 

Fifth Toast: 

"OUR INVITED GUESTS." 

Response by General Joseph Geiger: 

Although not entirely unaccustomed to public speaking, I feel 
at this time a little awkwardness in addressing an audience of real 
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soldiers, t belong to the unterrified and terrific militia of Ohio — 
men who whistle loudest in the " piping times of peace ;" warriors 
who, like Job's war-horse, ** smell the battle afar off," but 
pray that it may not come near. On our glorious banner is in- 
scribed, " Discretion is the better part of valor." We have no 
appetite for conflict, but simply desire to be " let alone." A good 
militia general never leads his men into any danger, and if they 
should, against his will, engage in battle, he can always be found 
behind the army in time of an engagement, and before it in time 
of retreat. From having been flogged in childhood, he has a 
prudent aversion to being hurt. When such gentlemen get into 
the presence of real heroes, they dwindle into insignificance, and 
can exclaim, like the rooster among the horses, "Gentlemen, do n't 
let us tramp on each other." 

We are all glad to see you here in the heart of Ohio. The eye 
of civilized man rarely, if ever, rests on a scene more inspiriting 
than the Buckeye State. Cattle low over our extended plains, 
sheep graze quietly on our hill-sides, the clatter of machinery is 
heard upon our waters, and every department of industry, science, 
and morality teems with evidence of prosperity and success. That 
we are thus situated and blessed, our thanks are greatly due to our 
fearless soldiery, who carried the country triumphant through the 
fierce rebellion, brought peace from discord, and saved the Re- 
public. 

We thank you that the character of the North was illustrated, 
and our reputation changed. Our Southern brethren, prior to the 
war, treated us as a band of mere mercenaries and trading cowards. 
We could not enter the " sacred soil " without insult or injury, or 
an avowment of our attachment to a wrong. Our Representatives 
were bullied in the House by blackguards, and our Senators with 
impunity bludgeoned by ruffians in their Chamber. South Carolina 
had simply to shake her fist, and threaten dissolution of the Union, 
and the recreant North ran cowering to her feet, crying in piteous 
accents, " What must we do to be saved?" Thank Heaven the day 
for the duello and servility has passed, and a Northern man can 
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move with head erect and speak like a freeman everj'where within 
the limits of his country. 

"We thank you that in the loneliest nooks of the loneliest 
mountains, in the deepest forests, and by the most dismal lagoons 
of the South, the tramp of our victorious armies shook the shackles 
from the crouching slave, and that now the flag you bore so glori- 
ously floats only over the heads of freemen. 

"We wish that guests were here who have not been invited — 
Thomas, the prudent, brave, sagacious, and successful ; McPherson, 
the good, generous, gallant, and gifted. But they sleep. Sweet be 
their slumbers, for holy in the mind of God and man is the memory 
of their mighty* deeds. We should like to have here of the " rank 
and file " those whose lives were given to their country. By the 
rivulet and river, in valley ahd ravine, on the hill-side and 
mountain-top, their bones lie moldering. To the final roll-call, to 
which we shall all respond, they have already answered like 

patriots — Here. 

"Oh, for the death of those 
Who for their* country die, 
Sink on her hosom to repose» 
And triumph where they lie 1" 

Sixth Toast: 

*' THE PRESS." 

This toast was assigned to General J. M. Comly, and he 
was expected to respond to the same ; but owing to sickness 
in his family, he was detained from the Banquet. 

Seventh Toast: 

"OUR SOLDIERS." 

Response by General H. C. Hobart. 

The Committee on Publication regret that they were not 
successful in their application to General Hobart for a copy 
of his response. They were not able to obtain a copy from 
any other source. 
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Eighth Toast: 

" THE LOYAL WOMAN." 

Response by General M. D. Leggett. 

The Committee have been unable to obtain a '' response " 
from General Leggett, and thus two blanks occur in our 
Banquet proceedings. 

The regular list of toasts being finisted, volunteer toasts 
were in order. 

General Garfield, rising, said : 

Mr. President : 

The Army of the Cumberland has never been unmindful of its 
brethren of other armies, but has always been glad to honor high 
qualities wherever they may be found We have with us, this 
evening, a gentleman who was born within the limits of this city, 
but whose fame, wider than the boundaries of his native State or 
of the nation, is dear to the Americap people. His character has 
been submitted to severer tests than that of almost any other Amer- 
ican soldier. Victory and success are themselves tests of character, 
and many men break down under the weight of their fame. But 
a still larger number break down under the weight of calumny 
'and injustice. 

This ofl&cer was among the first to grapple with the great 
problems of our war. To him is due, in large measure, the organ- 
ization of that great Army of the Potomac^ which so long suffered 
the shocks of evil fortune, but which, after years of patient endu- 
rance, crowned its career with victory and glory. The impatience 
of our people for immediate success, before we had earned it by 
discipline; the injustice which characterized the criticisms of our 
early military movements; the wicked calumnies that pursued 
those who were held responsible for the first movements of the 
Army of the Potomac^ fell no more heavily and no more unjustly 
upon any man, than upon the officer to whom I refer. But none 
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of these evils shook bim from bis steadfast patriotism. Nor did 
they destroy those admirable qualities of mind and heart, which, 
after long years, have restored him to the affections of the American 
people, and have made them see how great and true and worthy 
bo has been during Ws long and arduous service. He has taught 
us all how "to suffer and be strong." And it is fitting that here, 
in sight of his birthplace, among the friends of his youth, the 
officers of the Army of the Cumberland should greet him as he de- 
serves to be greeted — should recognize him as a friend and brother, 
and should pay him that tribute of respect and admiration which 
the history of his country will certainly award. 

I offer a toast to Major-General Irwin McDowell. 

General McDowell was received with loud applause, 
and made a speech notable for humorous points. He said he 
was born in a place that was once called Franklinton, but he 
believed it had now been "gobbled" by Columbus. He 
did n't allow that he was very old, but still he could remem- 
ber when Indians took first lessons in gambling on the Co- 
lumbus market. 

General Sheridan said the General of the Army had 
said enough about thut celebrated Wolverine war to whet his 
curiosity. He wanted to hear more about it, and didn't 
know anybody who was likely to know more about it than 
his Excellency, Governor Allen. As the Governor arose, 
Sheridan said, " You can invite him to get on a chair if you 
think you won't be able to see him." 

Governor Allen, who had intensely enjoyed General 
Sherman's remarks on the " Wolverine war," said the war 
arose from an attempt on the part of Ohio to run the northern 
boundary line, and humorously related how there was an 
attempt to get up a war between a Democratic Governor and 
Democratic President. The Governor remarked that he was 
a young man at that time, and that he had been detached as 
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a substitute on the Governor's staflF, for horseback duty. He 
characterized the business as a farce, and gave a general run- 
ning history of an affair about which the younger people of 
to-day know scarcely anything. 

When done with the Wolverine war, Governor Allen 
dwelt on the invincible character of our military, and spoke 
of the soldiei's being the first to clasp hands after the close 
of the war in the South. 

W hen the Governor got through, General Garfield said 
he wanted a few solemn words from Colonel Hunter Brooke. 

After some resistance. Colonel Brooke was placed upon 
a chair, and said : 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen : 

Having no toast to respond to, I am all at sea. I am standing 
on the ragged edge of despair as to what to say — and so far as 
making a speech is concerned, I almost wish I was dead. — ( ) 
I might say, " I am no orator as Brutus was ;" but what is the use 
of getting off an old "saw?" like that, when everybody can see the 
fact for themselves. I have been physically unable to make a speech 
for nearly fifteen years, and it passeth all my understanding that, 
after listening to the best dinner speeches in response to toasts that 
I ever heard — such wisdom and eloquence and humor from our 
greatest soldiers — those prominent in the councils of the government 
and famous in the halls of Congress, and those inhabiting the high 
places of our own State, I say that after this, you should call upon 
my insignificant self, to take the taste of this sweetness out of your 
mouths, and to refine his mode of torture, General Garfield calls 
for solemn words from me. Why, Mr. Chairman, I never said any- 
thing solemn in my life — but my prayers— and so far as I have 
realized on them, I 'm afraid even they were looked upon as obscure 
jokes. My friend, General Garfield, does not even give me a 
solemn subject. He wants bricks without straw, figs of thistles, 
blood out of a turnip, and other impossible things. But, Mr. Chair- 
man, there is an old proverb, *' Put a beggar on horseback and he 
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will ride to the devil ;" and therefore if you put an oratorical 
pauper on a chair, he is bound to go the same way. So I will 
make one remark on a subject— muchly used up, but yet inex- 
haustible — The Ladies! During the afternoon, I overheard one or 
two of the managing committee, with a troubled shake of the head, 
expressing apprehensions as to the success of this Banquet. It is 
true, that when I saw this beautifully adorned hall, and these 
tables covered with the combined products of nature and art to 
please the eye, and luxuries to tempt the palate, I did n't agree 
with the gentlemen of the committee at all. It is true, also, that the 
" dearly beloved brethren" were somewhat ** scattered" together 
when we first saji down, and things were a little stiff and chilly — 
with the ladies aw^y off in the gallery, invisible to the naked eye. 
But, sir, orte thing I do know — when you invited them down to sit 
with us at the Banquet table ; when you ordered them to stop shoot- 
ing their victims at long range and come down and '* sweetly take 
our lives away," in a fair hand-to-hand contest, then, Mr. Chair- 
man, all apprehensions vanished — all anxiety fled. Eyes bright- 
ened and spirits rose. The ladies, bless their souls, did come 
down, and they made this bifurcated wilderness blossom as tlie 
rose. What recked we whether we ate or drank, when fair woman 
was at our side. Why, sir, I believe if a vote had been taken 
between "Starvation and Beauty" against "Solitary Gourman- 
dizing," the former would have been unanimously carried, and 
not a viand would have been touched. 

In behalf of every gallant member of our Society, Mr. Chair- 
man, we thank you for issuing this command; and although you 
are a " Bachelor," we confer upon* you otlr " Benedict-ion." And 
in the same behalf, I beg leave to thank the ladies of Columbus 
again for the encouragement of their presence during our business 
meetings and their precious companionship at our Banquet. 1 
hope this will be a feature of all our future festivals — and I '11 wager 
it will be a drawing card. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, I begin to see through the scheme for 
getting us unfortunates to talking. I noticed all through the feast- 
ing time, while we were recklessly enjoying ourselves, these 
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loaded orators, chosen to respond to regular toasts, sat very still 
and silent— eating little, drinking nothing, but gazing at vacancy ; 
pretending to read the names and mottoes in the decorations, but 
in reality wrapt in cautious thought — nursing their massive brows 
(I believe when they are bald-headed, like ray friend. General 
Garfield, they call them "domes of thought") with their hands, 
fearful lest they would miss a rounded period, or some telling sen- 
timent escape them. But now they have finished their parts, and 
amid applause cast off their cares, they hope to put us nappier 
subordinates upon chairs to furnish small talk, while they take our 
places in sweet converse with the ladies. I shall not stand it. I 
shall cease to impose or be imposed upon. I shall ^^revenons'* 
to my pleasant social "mowf on." 

General Custer was called on. He said a call on cavalry, 
when so late in an engagement, was generally an indication 
of disaster. He had heard of no disaster this evening. On 
the contrary, he had enjoyed himself with the soldiers of the 
Army of the Cumberland. He incidentally reminded the So- 
ciety that yesterday was the anniversary of the battle of An- 
tietam — a battle at which more men were killed than any 
other single day's battle during the war. 

General Garfield then offered a toast to General Sheri- 
dan, the President of the Society, and said : 

There is much that is admirable in the career of our Presi- 
dent; and this Society has honored him by a re-election to the 
high office he now holds. This is all very well ; but I am impelled 
by a sense of duty to call the attention of the Society to one glar- 
ing inconsistency in his conduct, which I am sure this festive com- 
pany will require him to explain. A fault like that to which I am 
about to allude appears in colors all the stronger because it is in 
such striking contrast with his meritorious achievements. Hven 
here, this evening, we have seen him call down from the gallery 
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at least one hundred and fifty ladies to join us in these festivities. 
But with all his powers of command, he has not been able effect- 
ually to call one lady to join him in the march of life. This is a 
delicate subject ; but I have too much regard for the fame of our 
President to keep silence, and let such an imputation against him 
go unchallenged. 1 therefore demand such an explanation as is 
due to the Society. 

General Sheridan said he thought there were enough 
ladies present to explain why he had never been married, and 
prevent the necessity of his speaking. He alluded to Gen- 
eral Sherman's delight in seeing his (Sheridan's) discomfi- 
ture at being confronted by a sea of upturned faces. He 
had been at a good many receptions w4th General Sherman, 
and always had to stand back like a post while the General 
of the Army did the gallant to the ladies. He knew some- 
thing about General Garfield, too. He and General Gar- 
field formerly went out on the same picket line. He found 
a pretty girl at a house on the outposts, one day, and he con- 
fessed that subsequently he traveled that way frequently ; but 
he always found General 'Garfield in that neighborhood. 
He never gave up in Garfield's favor, however, till one day 
when the beautiful damsel asked him to buy her some snuflt'. 

General Garfield was now recalled, amidst great laugh- 
ter and applause, and said : 

Gentlemen op the Society: 

The speech to which we have just listened has led me to believe 
that it will be the duty of Congress to take some immediate meas- 
ures to relieve General Sheridan from military duties altogether, 
and place him where his brilliant qualities as an inventor may find 
scope for development. He is evidently a born manufacturer. 
The amount of history which he has manufactured in the speech 
to which we have just liptened, shows that if he would turn his at- 
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tention to industrial pursuits, he would surpass all rivals in that 
field. He could manufacture bricks without clay, and pig-iron 
without wood or coal. I doubt if such a wealth of raw materials 
was ever found in one brain. But his speech shows what has long 
been running in his head; and so we may hope he will not much 
longer remain a bachelor. 

I regret that I can not remain longer with you to witness these 
exhibitions of his creative genius. The cars are about leaving for 
the North, and I must regretfully bid you good night.

Again have I been disappointed in not meeting 
with my old comrades of the Armyj of the Cumberland. This time, 
however, I have been roaming over the old " camp-grounds,'* yea, 
and over the battle fields of that grand army of which you and 
I were members, while you were assembled in the city of Colum- 
bus, Ohio, recounting to each other the many incidents of your 
soldier life, recalled to memory by the annual gathering. While 
you sadly and in low breath spoke of the comrades who, during 
the past year, had gone to that " bourne from whence no traveler 
returns," summoned above to that grand army of old comrades 
whose spirits had ascended from the battle-field, I have been visit- 
ing the scenes hallowed by their glorious deeds. Standing upon 
Lookout Mountain, I recalled that battle " above the clouds," in 
which we participated. Looking down upon Chattanooga, I re- 
membered the incidents of the siege, terminating with the battle of 
Mission Ridge, on the ever memorable Sunday, September 20th. 
Eleven years after the desperate struggle, I rode over the battle- 
field of Chickamauga, with a heart silent and too full for utter- 
ance. I thought of the part our gallant corps (the reserve) bore 
in that terrible onslaught on the right, picturing in the mind's eye 
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that noble Roman, " old Pap Thomas/* as he stood amid the leaden 
hail, near the " Widow Glenn's ;" of the braye and youthful Cap- 
tain EussELL, Captain Espt, Colonel Kinman, and a thousand 
others, who on that day laid down tbeir lives for their country. 

"Brave boys were they, 

Gone at their country's call; 
And yet, and yet, we can not forget 
That many brave boys must fall." 

Returning from the battle-field by "Dug Gap," I visited the 
old house (our headquarters) at Rossville, and thence to pay a sol- 
dier's tribute to the honored dead in the National Cemetery. 
Silently, and with uncovered head, I dropped the laurel leaves 
upon the graves of the men of my old command, and the unbid- 
den tear upon the grave of a dear brother who fell at Eesaca.

The bivouac of the dead."

I received your invitation to be present at Ee- 
union of the Army of the Cumberland, in your city. 
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I have postponed responding until the present hour, hoping I 
might be able to report in person ; but I find my engagements just 
at this time are such as to prevent. I was associated with the 
Army of the Cwmberland from its organization until its disband- 
ment. I have seen its grand old commander, General Thomas, 
under tryingcircumstances. At the first day *s battle atChickamauga, 
near the left of the line, when the enemy had obtained a great ad- 
vance, and our men were falling back in confusion, the great com- 
mander suddenly rode into view, and the soldiers, as if influenced 
by magic, halted, fell into line, and enthusiastically cheered the 
old hero, and then turned upon -and repulsed the enemy. 

Our Union army was without a parallel. Its great deeds will 
be the wonder and admiration of coming generations while the 
world shall last. Our success in every particular was complete. 
A foe that in the beginning despibed us, was compelled in the end 
to make an unconditional surrender at all points on their own ter- 
ritory. Even now the skeleton of the old/ army has such terrors 
for the conquered that the organized assassins located in that sec- 
tion disband and slink out of view at the appearance of a mere 
handful of *'boy8 in blue." 

Wo now have the statement of the French Marshal who com- 
manded the troops that invaded our sister Eepublic, Mexico, during 
our civil war, that the "Emperor had to choose between evacuation 
and war;" and "it -was well understood that Kapoleon could not 
maintain a struggle with the United States." Thus did one of the 
most warlike nations of the earth cower before the soldiers of the 
great Eepublic. Hoping the pleasures of the Keunion at Colum-

GENERAL J. T. CROXTON. 

Croxton. — At La Paz, Bolivia, on the 16th April, 1874, Brevet Majob- 
GsKERAL J. T. Croxton, in his thirty-seventh year. 

John Thomas Croxton was born in Bourbon county, Ken- 
tucky, on the 20th day of November, 1837. He was the oldest son 
of Mr. Henry Croxton, a well-to-do-farmer of Bourbon. His 
father, seeing that he had a strong and vigorous intellect, deter- 
mined to give him the advantages of a collegiate course. Having 
prepared himself at Paris, he entered Yale College and graduated 
with honors in the class of 1857. 

Preferring law as a profession, he pursued his studies under 
Governor James F. Robinson, at Georgetown, Kentucky, at the 
same time acting as private tutor to that gentleman's children. 
He afterward taught school for some months in Mississippi. When 
licensed, he began the practice of law ^t Paris, and the skill with 
which he conducted cases intrusted to him, brought him success 
far above that of other lawyers of his age. 

In April, 1860, he was married to Miss Carrie Rogers, daugh- 
ter of the late Nathaniel P. Rogers, of Bourbon county, Kentucky. 
They were blessed with only two children, a son and daughter. 
Harry R., the elder, twelve, and Annie de Guerra six years old. 

General Croxton expressed his opposition to the institution 
of slavery when a mere boy, and when si^ch views were exceed- 
ingly unpopular in his native State, 
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In 1860, he was one of two men in Paris who had the moral 
courage to vote for Abraham Lincoln for President. 

In 1861, when General Nelson was commissioned to raise 
Union troops in Kentucky, General Croxton was one of the firist 
to co-operate with him, and assisted in establishing Camp Dick 
Kobinson. He rode through many counties in the State recruit- 
ing, and at the organization became Lieutenant-Colonel of the 
Fourth Kentucky Infantry, of which General Speed S. Fry was 
Colonel. When General Fry received the commission as Briga- 
dier-General, Croxton was made Colonel. 

He was a strict disciplinarian, and consequently, with volun- 
teers, was at first unpopular, but as soon as the^oldiers saw that 
his every act was for the good of his command; he ^became very 
popular, and was highly esteemed by them. He never failed, to 
secure for his command whatever could be had for their comfort. 
The first engagement in which he took part was the battle of Mill 
Springs, and for meritorious conduct there he was brevettcd Col- 
onel. 

After the fall of Donelson, Colonel Croxton went with his 
command from Mill Springs to Louisville, and b}' boat to Nashville, 
on to Shiloh, and from there to Tuscumbia, Alabama, thence back 
to Nashville ; and when General Bragg entered Kentjucky, up to 
Louisville, and through Central Kentucky. From here he was 
again ordered to Tennessee, and with his brigade, which he com- 
manded by virtue of seniority, he opened the battle of Chicka- 
mauga. ; 

General Brannan's division, of which CoLOifEL Croxton's 
brigade was a part, had marched all the night preceding the bat- 
tle, and while the troops were about two miles from the enemy, the 
order was given to stack arms and allow the soldiers to make 
coffee. This order was scarcely executed before the bugle sounded 
" fall in," and the men again came into line. 

The reason the order was countermanded was given about in 
this way : A certain brigade commander had reported to General 
Thomas that he had burat a bridge over Chickamauga, and had, 
left a brigade of Confederates on the Federal side, and asked per- 
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mission to take his brigade and capture them. He was very in- 
dignant because he was not permitted to do so. General Thomas, 
however, preferred to send Colonel Croxton, in whom he had 
great confidence. So Colonel Croxton marched with his brigade 
about one and a half miles, and found the enemy, but in much 
greater force than had been reported. Although driven back, 
he kept his command well in hand, giving the order to his regi- 
mental commanders to fire and fall back slowly until he was joined 
by^ reinforcements. This opened the battle, and in it he received 
a severe flesh wound in the leg. For gallant conduct at this place 
he was made a Brigadier-General. 

The following month, although not having recovered from the 
effects of his wound, he insisted on going into the battle of Mis- 
sionjvry Eidge, where a shell burst near him, and threw a huge log 
of wood on him, from one of the rebel huts through which he was 
passing, so completely fastening him to the earth that he could not 
extricate himself without assistance. This accident reopened the 
old wound, afterward causing him much trouble and pain. 

While in the field, the remainder of General Groxton's serv- 
ice was in command of cavalry, and a writer says : " In command 
of a brigade, he topk part in the Atlanta campaign, in the cam- 
paign against Forrest in Tennessee, and stooJ alone with his 
brigade in front of Hood when that bold General crossed the Ten- 
nessee at Flprence. General Croxton bore a share which re- 
ceived honorable mention from his commanders in all the move- 
ments and battles in that campaign. Starting with General 
Wilson in his cavalry expedition through Alabama and Georgia, 
he was early detached, and did not regain the main force until it 
reached Macon. 

"The bbldness of conception, energy of action, and readiness 
and fertility of resource which marked his management during his 
separate campaign showed his genius for military operations." 

He was brevetted Major-General for his conduct in the opera- 
tions against Hood, and his superior management in the Wilson 
expedition. He afterward commanded the military district of 
Georgia for about a year, with his headquarters at Macon, where

he made many friends, and did much toward bringing about a re- 
conciliation between the two sections. 

After resigning his position in the array he returned to Paris, 
where he engaged pnncipally in agricultural pursuits, now and 
then taking charge of legal cases for his friends, but not regularly 
practicing law. 

After the close of the war General Thomas was requested to 
forward to Washington the names of volunteer officers from his 
old command, for appointment in the regular army. General 
Croxton's name was among the number that he forwarded, and in' 
due time the appointment was made, much to the surprise of Gen- 
eral Croxton, and declined by him. 

He became a soldier from a sense of duty — from purely con- 
scientious motives. The work which he had undertaken was ac- 
complished, and he was content. 

During the war the writer was one afternoon seated in the 
tent of General George H. Thomas, when Croxton was discussed, 
and General Thomas remarked : " Croxton is the best soldier 
Kentucky has furnished to the war." No higher tribute could be 
wished than that, coming as it did from so eminent a source. Gen- 
eral Croxton was at that time only twenty-six years old. 

In war a soldier, when peace came he was no Ifess devoted to 
the arts of peace and the internal improvements of the State. He 
took great interest in the projected railroad known as the Frank- 
fort, Paris and Big Sandy, and was elected president of the company 
organized to build it. While he was a Eepublican, and took a 
lively interest in everything pertaining to his party, he had no de- 
sire to hold office. He could have been a candidate for Congress 
in the Ashland district upon one or two occasions, but would not 
allow his name to be used. It can truly be said he never 
asked for an office, although he was personally well known to the 
President, and stood high in his esteem and friendship. 

His health had been failing for several years under a pulmo- 
nary disease, and he went to Colorado to try the effect of that cli- 
mate. While there, some of his friends thought probably the at- 
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mosphere of Bolivia might be beneficial to him, and mentioned it 
to th'6 President, who at once tendered him the appointment of 
United States Minister to that country. 

The following notice of his death was published at the time : 
" One of Kentucky's noblest and best men lies dead to-day. 
Sad and mournful like the booming of distant minute-guns at sea, 
come the sad tidings of the death of Major-Genebal John T. 
Croxton. He died like he lived, with the harness on — at his post 
as United States Minister to Bolivia. Croxton was a remarkable 
man ; up to within a few months of his death undoubtedly the 
greatest man in Kentucky. He was as modest as a wqman, and 
as brave as a lion ;- he never espoused a cause ho did not think was 
just, and when he took up a cause he was uncompromisihg — he was 
radical j and, after all, that is true manhood. If you are right, you 
can not be too radical. To him the Republican party of Jten- 
tucky owes its existence to-day, and had he lived and kept his 
health, this grand Commonwealth would be where she should be, a 
leading and trusted State in the councils of the nation, giving a 
Republican majority, and occupying a leading position in the front 
rank of progress. Croxton had the power of a giant, but wielded 
it as gently as a mother's voice to a loved one. Nothing in Ken- 
tucky, coming from the Administration, but what he could have 
had, but he refused office, and only to recuperate a shattered con- 
stitution was he induced to go to Bolivia. A soldier of record — a 
record bright and glorious — a pure patriot, an honest, true man, he 
has gone to his reward. What more of him can be said ? His history 
is his country's and his memory his friends'. In his quiet bivouac 
among the stars he sleeps quietly. His slumber is not marred by 
the recollection of a single questionable action, and he now wears 
his decoration — ^ 

•' ' No waning of fire, no paling of way, 
But rising, still rising, as passing away. 
Farewell, gallant eagle, thou *rt buried in light, 
God speed thee to heaven, lost star of our night.' " 

History will preserve his memory, in order that men may not 
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cease to profit by his example, and that God, whom he tried to 
serve, will be a Father to his posterity, and see that the true man- 
hood he so nobly illustrated shall survive in them, and do honor 
to the land which gave him birth. 



CAPTAIN WILLIAM C. BUNTS. 

BuNTs.-^In Cleveland, Ohio, Janaary 16, 1874, Captain William C. Bunts, 
in his forty- first year. 

William C. Bunts was born March 10, 1833, at Ellsworth, 
Mahoning County, Ohio, where he lived until he was twenty years 
of age. From there, he went to Poland, where he spent three 
years at school. Afterward, he attended school and college at 
IJ^oadville, Pennsylvania. Returning to Ohio, he studied law in 
the office of Ton & Hutchins, and was admitted to the bar in the 
year 1857. Practicing his profession for a short time in Youngs- 
town, Ohio, he then removed to Findlay, Ohio, and remained there 
until 1860, when he returned to Youngstown, and there remained 
until the breaking out of the Rebellion. 

In the year 1862, he went to Cleveland, where he organized a 
company, which was placed in the 125th Ohio Volunteer Infantry. 
He served with his regiment until the* year 1863, when he was de- 
tailed as Judge Advocate, on duty at Nashville. Later in the 
same year, he was relieved from this detail, and assigned to duty as 
, Acting Assistant Adjutant-General on the staflF of Major-General 
RosECRANS, at the office in Nashville. His health failing, he re- 
signed his position in the army in January, 1864, being no longer 
physically able to discharge its duties. 

After the close of the war, he continued to reside at Nashville, 
resuming the practice of the law, and remained there for two years. 
Removing to Cleveland in the year 1866, he still followed his pro- 
fession, and for a short period was Assistant United States Attor- 
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ney. In the year 1871, he was elected to the office of City Solicitor 
for the city of Cleveland, and was re-elected in the year 1873, and 
held the office at the time of his de^th. He was for two years De- 
partment Commander of Ohio, in the Society of the Grand Army of \ 
th^ Republic, 

As has been said of Captain Bunts — 

"He was a sterling friend — a man of genial disposition, of 
tender sensibilities, and of a liberal and generous nature. His 
tastes were refined, his tone of thought was manly, and the aims 
and objects of his life were pure and elevated. It may be truly 
said of him that he possessed a sensibility of principle and a 
chastity of honor that would have felt a stain like a wound. His 
heroic enterprise in the cause of his country, during the sharp and 
dark hour of the Eebellion, is well knotrn. Of his record in the 
military service, he might well have been proud ; and it will be a 
cherished legacy to those who bear his name. 

"As a lawyer, all accorded to him a high rank for one of his 
years. He had no rubbish in his mind. His acquirements were 
useful and available. His armor was always ready and burnished 
for the contests to which duty assigned him. He was courteous to 
his brethren at the bar, true to his engagements, and faithful to 
his clients. To every important position in the line of his profes- 
sion which he was called to fill in our midst, he proved himself 
fully equal. May it not be that his fidelity, his professional zeal, 
his sense of official Obligation, and consequent overtaxing of his 
energies, hastened somewhat his early death? But he has paid 
the tribute due unto nature. He has entered upon the life beyond 
life. Checked in a career of honorable ambition, cut off, as he has 
been, in the prime of manhood, we may well «isk to whom of us 
shall the summons next come? Who shall next be called to enter 
upon a nobler career arid a higher destiny than earth can afford ? 
To him who reposes upon a hope higher than that which comes 
from human philosophy, such a summons will awaken no well- 
grounded fear. *In the last hour,' says Jean Paul, * when all fac- 
ulty in the broken spirit shall fade away and die into inanity — 
imagination, thought, effort, enjoyment — then, at last, will the 
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night flower of Belief alone continue blooming, and refresh with 
its perfumes in the last darkness.' ". 

At a meeting of the Cleveland bar on the occasion of 
the death of Captain Bunts, a friend gave his testimony to the 
worth of our comrade, saying of him: 

" When a public man dies, his record is a legitimate subject of 
review, and none are so fitted to make such review as those who 
have daily seen him go in and out before them; and knew the 
springs of action which moved him in performing his life duties. 
The lawyer is best known by those of his own profession, who 
have met him in his office and at the trial table ; the soldier, by 
those who have stood by his side in the arena of battle ; the 
citizen and friend, by those who have reaped the benefits of his 
public and private acts, and held intimate relations with him in 
social life. 

" We, who meet here to-day, are competent judges of Captain 
Bunts as a lawyer, and some of us as an intimate friend. Eight 
years ago he came among us fresh from the influences of the army. 
Naturally of an impetuous temperament, and possibly of an 
imperious and haughty manner, his army life had done little to 
soften him, but had rather tended to fix and strengthen him in 
his own ideas and views of men and things, and made him some- 
what intolerant to those who opposed him. The consequence was 
that he was a positive man, positive in his professional life, terribly 
positive and unyielding in his political life. So in his friendship ; 
and when once you had gained it, you could rely upon its certainty 
to the end. 

" That end has come. We see it in this court-room, where we 
have so frequently witnessed his fidelity to his client and to tlie 
law. Wo see it as we look at the official chair of the attorney foF 
the city, made vacant by his death. We see it as we look among 
hianeighbors, and at our citizens, who look with sorrowing eye to-day 
at our public flags swinging at half-mast. Oh God ! how clearly we 
see it, as we look into his household and into the faces of his wife 
and little ones. Do we not do well to cherish the memory of such 
a man — such a citizen — such a friend? Heretofore, when the 
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Cleveland bar has been called together on occasions like this, it has 
been to pay respect to the memory of those of mature or advanced 
years, who- have been called upon to answer the summons of 
death's messenger. To-day the younger members are startled that 
one of their number has been selected, and " He the noblest Eoman 
of them all." 

" May those of us in the rear rank, who have oftentimes been 
permitted to stand with Bunts shoulder to shoulder, as we were 
fighting the battles of our follows, learn the lesson of this hour. 

** ' Close up his eyes, and draw the curtains close, 
And let ns all to meditation.' 

"And may that meditation lead us, like him, to answer 
unsparingly the calls which suffering and sorrow make upon us ; 
lead us, like him, to look upon God's poor and oppressed as our 
clientfl ; and, like him, to aid such to secure through our courts, 
justice and equity. For to him, the poor never called in vain. 

" The memory of those manly qualities of our brother belongs 
by right to the younger members of our bar, to cherish and 
emulate, and if, perchance, as we on the morrow bear his body 
away from the sight of the living, the unbidden tear dims the eye, 
let us bid it welcome, for we may know that it falls upon the ashes 
of a noble man."

Badge of the Army of the Cumberland 

ADOPTED BY THE SOCIETY. 



Headquarters Department op the Cumberland, 
Nashville, Tenn., June 19, 1865. 
General Orders, '\ 

No. 41. ) 

At a meeting of the officers and enlisted men of the Army of 
the Cumberland, serving in this vicinity, held at the Headquarters 
of the Artillery Command of the Fourth Army Corps, on Satur- 
day, June 10th inst., for the purpose of considering the propriety 
of adopting a badge to signalize and perpetuate the history of the 
Army of the Cumberland, it was unanimously agreed to adopt such 
a badge; and the following officers were appointed a committee to 
report a design for the same : 

Brevet Brigadier-General J. L. Donaldson, Chief Quarter- 
master Department of the Cumberland ; 

Brevet Brigadier-General E. Opdycke, Commanding Brigade, 
Fourth Corps ; 

Brevet-Colonel W. H. Greenwood, Assistant Inspector- 
General Fourth Corps j 

Lieutenant Colonel W. L. Foulke, Forty-sixth Pennsylvania 
Volunteer Infantry ; 

Captain R. H. Litson, Twenty-second Indiana Volunteer In- 
fantry. 
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On motion, the following preamble and resolutions were then 
adopted : 

Whereas, Many of the soldiers of the Army of the Cumber- 
land are about to abandon the profession of arms, and again mingle 
in the peaceful pursuits of home — 

Resolved, That, in parting with each other, we do so with 
mingled feelings of sorrow, sadness, and pride; — sorrow, because 
friends, bound together by ties formed on many battle-fields, must 
part ; sadness, at turning our backs upon the thousand fresh -made 
graves of our brave comrades ; and pride, because it has been our 
good fortune to be numbered among the members of the Army of 
the Cumberland^ and have each done his part in proving to the 
world that republics have the ability to maintain and perpetuate 
themselves. 

Resolved, That in parting, we do, as we have many times done 
in the face of the enemy, renew our pledges of unending fidelity 
to each other ; and that, in whatever position in life we may hap- 
pen to be, we will never permit our affections to be estranged from 
those who continue to fight our battles, but that we will sustain 
and defend them at all times and in all proper places. 

Resolved^ That the following named persons, and none others, 
are authorized to wear the badge of the Army of the Cumber- 
land : 

I. All soldiers of that army now in service and in good 
standing. 

II. All soldiers who formerly belonged to that army, and have 
received honorable discharges from the same. 

Resolved^ That any soldier of the Army of the Cumberland, 
who is now entitled to wear the badge of the arniy, who may 
hereafter be dishonorably dismissed the service, shall, by such dis- 
charge, forfeit the right to wear such badge. 
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Resolved, That we exhort all members of the Army of the 
Cumberland to discountenance any attempt on the part of any un- 
authorized persons to arrogate to themselves honor to which they 
are not entitled, by wearing our badge. 

The badge committee then invited all to send in designs, and 
announced that the committee would be open to receive until 
9 A, M. Wednesday, June 14. 

The badge described in the accompanying specifications hav- 
ing, since that date, been selected by the pommittee, the same is 
adopted, and is hereby announced as the badge of the Army of the 
Cumberland,

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SPECIFICATIONS FOE BADGE OF THE ARMY OF THE 
CUMBERLAND. 

1. Star — Fire pointed. Suspended, point upward. Frosted, gold 

or silver, with polished edge one twenty-fourth of an inch 
. wide. Points of Star blunt or very slightly rounded. Ra- 
dius of circle of outer points, nine-tenths of an inch ; of 
inner points, four and a half tenths of an inch. 

2. Triangle — In center of Star, point upward. Frosted, gold or 

silver, with polished edge one twenty-fourth of an inch 
wide, elevated above Star one thirty-second of an inch, or 
engraved, if wearer chooses. Triangle of such size as to 
leave space around it in frosted part of the Star. 

3. Aoom — In center of Triangle; polished gold or silver, with 

frosted cap and polished stem, in alto relievo^ or engraved. 
Acorn of such size as to leave space around it in frosted 
part of Triangle. Enameled natural color, if the wearer 
chooses. 

4. Ribbon — Silk — Red, White, and Blue — three-quarters of an 

inch wide, one and one-fourth inches long. 

5. Pin — Concave, oval, five-tenths of an inch long, two and a half 

tenths of an inch wide. Frosted, gold or silver, with pol- 
ished edge raised. Laurel wreath surrounding oval, which is 
supported at both sides by pillars. Oval to be on6-sixteenth 
of an inch above wreath, with ^^Army of the Cumberland '* 
engraved therein. Entire oval between pillars, seven and a 
half tenths of an inch long. 
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CONSTITUTION 



ARTICLE I. 

The name and title of this Association shall be the "Society 
OF THE Abmt of THE CUMBERLAND," and Said Soclety shall include 
every officer and soldier who has at any time served with honor in 
that army. 

Honorary members may be elected from those officers who 
have become distinguished in any of the armies of the United 
States. 

ARTICLE III. 

The object of the Society shall be to perpetuate the memory 
of the fortunes and achievements of the Army of the Oumberland; 
to preserve that unanimity of loyal sentiment, and that kind and 
cordial feeling which has been an eminent characteriAic of this 
army, and the main element of the power and success of its efforts 
in behalf of the cause of the Union. The history and glory of 
the officers and soldiers belonging to this army, who have fallen 
either on the field of battle or otherwise in the line of their duty, 
shall be a permanent and sacred trust to this Society, and every 
effort shall be made to collect and preserve the proper memorials 
of their services, to inscribe their names upon the roll of honor, 
and transmit their fame to posterity. It shall also be the object 
and bounden duty of this Society to relieve, as far as possible, the 
families of such deceased officers and soldiers, when in indigent 
circumstances, either by the voluntary contribution of the mem- 
bers, or in such other manner as they may determine when the 
cases are brought to their attention. This provision shall also 
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hereafter apply to the suflPering families of those members of the 
Society who may, in the ftiture, be called hence, and the welfare 
of the soldier's widow and orphan shall forever be a holy trust in 
the hands of his surviving comrades. 

ARTICLE II. 

For the purpose of effecting these objects the Society shall be 
organized by the annual election of a President, and a Vice-Pres- 
ident from each State having soldiers in the Army of the Cumber - 
land (to be nominated by members from the several States), a Cor- 
responding Secretary, a Kecording Secretary, and a Treasurer. 

The Society shall meet once in every year; the time and 
place of the next meeting to be selected by ballot at each meet- 
ing. All members of the Society who are prevented by any cause 
from personally attending are expected to notify the Correspond- 
ing Secretary, and to impart s.uch information in regard to them- 
selves as they may think proper, and as may be of interest to 
their brethren of the Society. 

Having a fraternal feeling for, and honoring the glorious 
efforts of, our brothers in arms belonging to other armies, who 
have shared with us the service of saving our Grbvernment, the 
President and either of the Vice-Presidents shajl be authorized to 
invite the attendance of any officer of the United States armies at 
any of our annual meetings. 
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BY-LAWS. 

I. All meetings of this Society shall be opened by prayer to 
Almighty God by a former chaplain of the army, or by a minister 
of the gospel, to be selected for the occasion by the President of 
the Society. 

II. Every officer and soldier desiring to become a member 
of this Society fehall, upon signing the Constitution, pay to the 
Treasurer the sum of five dollars as an initiation fee, and there- 
after the like sum of five dollars per annum, as yearly dues; and 
shall thereupon be entitled to a copy of the Proceedings of the 
Society, when published, free of charge. 

III. Any member who shall be in arrears for dues for a period 
of two years shall have his name dropped from the rolls. 

IV. All moneys paid out by the Treasurer shall be upon the 
written order of the Recording Secretary, approved by the written 
consent of the President; and at each annual meeting of the 
Society, the Treasurer shall make a full report of his receipts and 
disbursements. 

V. When the place of the next annual meeting of this Society 
shall be decided upon, the President shall appoint an Executive 
Committee of three (3)' members, resident at such place, or con- 
tiguous thereto, whose duty it shall be to make all needful prepara- 
tions and arrangements for such meeting. 

VI. That prior to the final adjournment of the Society, at 
such annual meeting thereof, the President shall appoint a com- 
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mittee of three members, resident of the city in which sneh meet- 
ing shall be, and not officers of the Society, as a committee on bills 
and claims, and to such committee all claims against the Society, 
of whatever character, should be referred for investigation and 
allowance before being paid. 

VII. No member of the Society shall speak more than onoe 
on any question of business, and no longer than five minutes 
without the consent of the Society first obtained. 

YIII. At each annual meeting there shall be selected, in such 
manner as the Society shall determine, from the members of the 
Society, a person to deliver an address upon the history of the 
Army of the Cumberland^ and the objects of the Society, at the 
next annual meeting. 

IX. Cushing's Manual of Parliamentary Law shall be author- 
ity for the government and regulation of all meetings of this 
Society.
